OPINIONS OF NAVY J.A.G. 

The following digest of opinions of the Judge Advo- 
cate General of the Navy is published in the bulletin at- 
tached to C.M.O. 209, June 30, 1919, Navy Department, 
recently made public: 

Rank and Precedence—Adumirals assuming command 
on same date. P 

It being proposed to detail three officers (two of whom 
have the rank of vice admiral, and now rank as follows: 
A, vice admiral; B, vice admiral, and C, rear admiral) 
by orders bearing the same date to command afloat with 
the rank of admiral, the question is presented, How will 
said officers rank with each other? In the permanent 
grade of rear admiral their precedence is as follows: 
Rear admiral B (temporarily vice admiral); rear ad- 
miral © (rear admiral); and rear admiral A (tempo- 
rarily vice admiral). 

Held, That the three officers in question when desig- 
nated as admirals will not take precedence in accord- 
ance with their standing in the grade of rear admiral, 
nor will their precedence be affected in any manner by 
the fact that two of said officers have previously held 
the rank of vice admiral. Their precedence as admirals 
will be governed by their respective dates “of assuming 
command.” In the event that these three officers or 
any two of them should assume command on the same 
date, which is of course a possibility, if the orders are 
issued to them at the same time, their precedence would 
be governed by Article 1010(2), Navy Regulations, 1913, 
which reads as follows: 

“In fixing the relative rank of officers of the Army, 
officers of the Navy, and officers of the Marine Corps, of 
the same grade and date of appointment and commission, 
the time which each may have actually served as a com- 
missioned officer of the United States, whether continu- 
ously or at different periods, shall be taken into ac- 
count.” 

This rule for determining precedence between officers 
of the same grade and date is statutory in the Army 
and the rule so prescribed by statute for the Army is 
extended to the Navy by the foregoing regulation. Such 
a regulation for the Navy is almost a necessity in view 
of the law governing the Army, as should a different 
rule be prescribed for the Navy than that which gov- 
erns by law in the Army such rules would necessarily 
conflict where officers of the Army and Navy serve or 
associate together, and it would be impossible to fix their 
relative precedence except by the adoption of the same 
rule to govern all. Nevertheless, it is true that no stat- 
ute limits the Secretary of the Navy in fixing the pre- 
cedence of such officers of the Navy as between them- 
selves where they are of the same grade and date of 
rank, and therefore the regulation above quoted might 


by authority of the Secretary be departed from and 
some different rule of precedence be adopted to govern 
the situation which would result should two of the three 
officers in question assume command on the same date. 
(File 11130-53:1, J.A.G., 25 June, 1919; see also C. 
M.O. 37, 1918, p. 18.) 

Retirement—After forty-five years’ service. , 

The following questions were submitted for the opin- 


ion of the Judge Advocate General, viz. : 


“1. Whether or not an officer in the Pay Corps, U.S. 
Navy, having served forty-five years therein, may be re- 
tired with the rank of commodore?” and 

“2. Whether or not an officer in the U.S. Navy may 
count as continuous service in the Regular Navy ser- 
vice in the Naval Academy and in the U.S. Army?” 

The Judge Advocate General expressed the follow- 
ing views: : 

“Under the provisions of Section 1481 of the Revised 
Statutes an officer in the Pay Corps, U.S. Navy, who 
has ‘served faithfully for forty-five years,’ may be re- 
tired with the rank of commodore. The term ‘relative 
rank of,’ found in this section, has been changed to 
‘rank of’ by the act of 3 March, 1899. Query 1, there- 
fore, must be answered in the affirmative. 

“Service as a midshipman prior to the act of 4 March, 
1913, is counted in computing the length of service of 
an officer in the Navy and subsequent to the act of 3 
March, 1883, an officer of the Navy is entitled to be 
credited with the actual time he may have served as an 
officer or enlisted man in the regular or volunteer Army 
or Navy, or both, and shall receive all the benefits of 
such actual service in all respects in the same manner 
as if all said service had been continuous and in the 
Regular Navy. Query 2, therefore, must be answered 
in the affirmative.” (File 27231-141, J.A.G., 10 June, 
1919.) } 
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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Commutation of Quarters, Coast Guard. 

The Secretary of the Navy made a request on Sept. 
10 that the Comptroller would reconsider. a decision of 
Feb. 11, 1919, which held that a captain of the U.S. 
Coast Guard was not entitled to commutation of quar- 
ters while undergoing treatment in the Public Health 
Service Sanitarium at Fort Stanton. The Secretary 
called attention to the fact “that said officer is entitled 
to the same pay and allowances as officers of the Army 
in like circumstances.” The officer in question while 
on duty at the Navy Department was sent to the hos- 
pital on Aug. 15, 1918; was discharged from the hospital 
Sept. 12, 1918, and treatment was continued at his 
home. On Oct. 30, 1918, he was directed to proceed to 
the sanitarium at Fort Stanton for further treatment 
and was relieved from treatment there on June 30, 1919, 
reporting to duty at the Navy Department July 9, 1919. 
The allowance in question is commutation of quarters 
from Nov. 1 to Dee. 31, 1918. In the decision of Feb. 11 
it was held that the officer “during the period in ques- 
tion was on sick leave and therefore not entitled to said 
commutation.” But on studying the regulations, in the 
light of the endorsement on the officer’s orders, the 
Comptroller comes to the decision that an officer in the 
circumstances in which this captain was placed shall not 
apply for leave of absence and that he was not granted 
sick leave expressly “nor was his status such as to re- 
quire it.” From the evidence now submitted “it is clear 
that this officer was, during the period in question, in 
the status of an officer in hospital for treatment, and not 
that of an officer on sick leave within the meaning of 
that term as contemplated by the regulations. He adds: 
“Upon the new and material evidence now submitted de- 
cision of Feb. 11, 1919, is overruled, and you are advised 
that, if properly in receipt of commutation of quarters 
when admitted to the hospital on Aug. 15, 1918, the cap- 
tain is entitled to such commutation during the period in 
question, that is fron Nov. 1 to Dee. 31, 1918.” 


Claim for Lunches Disallowed. 

Reimbursements for the expense incurred by a Navy 
officer for luncheons taken away from a hotel when 
charges for same are included in his, hotel bill are not au- 
thorized, the Comptroller states in a recent decision. 
When the officer concerned in this case submitted: the 
charges for lunches under consideration the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts disapproved these particular items 
on the ground the officer’s hotel bill for the same period 
“includes charges for lunch, and two charges cannot be 
made for the same item.” 





Tcavas City Hurricane Claim Allowed. 

The application of Lieut. Col. Clyde L. Eastman, U. 
S.A., for a revision of the action of the Auditor for the 
War Department in disallowing his claim for the value 
of his personal property lost in the Texas City hurricane 
of Aug. 16-17, 1915, has been allowed by the Comptroller 
and an allowance of $89 has been made in his favor. At 
the time of the hurricane Colonel Eastman was a first 
lieutenant detailed in the Signal Corps. 


Coast Guard Master’s Mates. 


A master’s mate of the U.S. Coast Guard is not en- 
titled to the pay provided for a chief warrant officer in 
the Navy, the Comptroller states, since the Secretary of 
the Navy has declared that masters’ mates in the Coast 
Guard correspond to the rank of boatswain in the Navy 
under the provisions of the Act of May 22, 1917. 


Difference in Cost of Transportation. 

A sergeant major, senior grade, traveling with the 
61st Regiment, C.A.C., on board the S.S. Dante Ali- 
ghieri from Marseilles to New York city, was given third 
class transportation although entitled to second class 
transportation. In presenting his claim to be paid the 
difference between second class and third class passage 
the sergeant major stated that second class berths were 
available, but the officer commanding the troops on 
board “did not want those who were entitled to the sec- 
ond class transportation to have same” and reported 
that no such transportation was available for the men 
above grade seventeen, and “when a complaint was reg- 
istered by the non-commissioned staff officers” gave them 
to understand “that anyone making a further complaint 
would be court-martialed.” The Auditor disallowed the 
claim on the ground that: “The soldier received trans- 
portation and accepted same. There is no authority by 
which difference in transportation between second and 
third class can be allowed.” In affirming this action of 
the Auditor the Comptroller states-that “‘whether or not, 
as implied by the Auditor, claimant ‘accepted’ the third 
class transportation, so as to preclude his claim in the 
premises, there is no provision of law or regulation for 
commutation of the value oz cost of quartérs in the 
Transport Service, or for reimbursement or indemnifica- 
tion for failure to provide such quarters. For wilful 
failure or refusal to provide officers or men with available

accommodations of the class to which they were en- 
titled, it may be that a commanding officer could be held 
answerable to superior military authority (which is, of 
course, a matter of no concern to this office), but any 
such wrongful act of an officer of the Government does 
not raise a legal claim against the Government.” 

War Pay, Coast Guard Warrant Officers. 

Warrant officers ef the U.S. Coast Guard are entitled 
to the same rates of pay as warrant officers of the Navy 
of corresponding length of service, from May 22, 1917, 
and during the continuance of the war thereafter, accord- 
ing to a decision of the Comptroller made in response to 
an inquiry by Coast Guard Headquarters. 

Texas City Hurricane Claim Disallowed. 

The application of Major W. R. Schmidt, U.S.A., for 
a revision of the action of the Auditor in disallowing his 
claim for reimbursement for private property lost in the 
Texas City hurricane of Aug. 16.17, 1915, has been dis- 
allowed by the Comptroller. In presenting his appeal 
for a revision Major Schmidt stated that during the 
hurricane he was on authorized leave of absence, that 
his station was Texas City, that he had no permanent 
station to which to send his property, and that before 
going on his leave of absence he had his property packed, 
crated and stored with the camp quartermaster. Major 
Schmidt filed another certificate at a later date stating 
that in the latter part of July, 1915, he received orders 
to change station to Douglas, Ariz., and thereupon ap- 
plied for a month’s leave which was granted. It was 
then he had his private property packed, crated and 
stored with the quartermaster for shipment to his new 
station. After reciting the above facts the Comptroller 
states: “In the present case it is not established that 
the loss of the officer’s property was in shipment under 
orders though opportunity has been afforded to furnish 
evidence thereof. The turning over of the property in 
question to the Quartermaster for storage would not 
bring the case within the Act of March 4, 1915.” 

National Advertising of Surplus War Stocks. 

The War Department cannot pay the expenses of a 
campaign of national advertising of surplus stocks out 
of gross receipts of such sales treated as a general fund. 
Nor is there any method by which the cost of such na- 
tional advertising can be paid without asking Congress 
for an appropriation for that purpose since there is no 
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specific appropriation applicable to the payment of such 
advertising. These decisions were given in reply to a 
letter from the Seeretary of War asking if payment for 
a campaign of national advertising could be paid for as 
above; and also if the Comptroller could give informa- 
tion as to whether there was any method by which the 
cost of such advertising can be paid without the neces- 
sity of asking Congress for a special appropriation for 
the purpose. 
Pay Situation of Our Men in China. 


In view of the “severe hardships” encountered by the 
officers and enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps 
serving in foreign countries, and especially the naval 
attaché and assistant naval attaché in China, as regards 
their salary due to the existing high rate of exchange 
and the increasing cost of living, the Secretary of the 
Navy has written a letter to the Comptroller asking if 
he (the Secretary) had authority under certain appro- 
priation “to grant officers and enlisted men of the Navy 
and Marine Corps serving in foreign countries allow- 
ances that would bring their present compensation in 
Chinese silver dollars up to their regular salary in gold 
at a pre-war rate.” It is pointed out by the Secretary 
of the Navy in his letter (which explains the special 
reference to the Chinese silver dollars) that “the situa- 
tion in China is by far the worst of any of the foreign 
countries and has been caused by the rise in the value 
of silver and the consequent appreciation of the Mexican 
silver dollar, in which currency all persons in China are 
paid.” The Comptroller states in reply that so far as 
the naval attachés are concerned “the form and amount 
of allowances to be made to attachés is within your dis- 
cretion.” Also “with respect to the other class, namely, 
officers and enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps 
serving under unusual conditions, you are advised that 
as the appropriation is limited to those ‘serving under 
unusual conditions’ the recipient of the special allow- 
ances must (1) be serving under such conditions and 
(2) the special allowances must be for maintenance. 
The determination of the question whether the service is 
under unusual conditions is an administrative question 
to be determined by you, and when so determined is not 
ordinarily subject to review by accounting officers. You 
are further advised that you would not be au- 
thorized ‘to grant officers and enlisted men of the Navy 
and Marine Corps serving in foreign countries allow- 
ances that would bring their present compensation in 
Chinese silver dollars up to the regular salary in gold 
at a pre-war basis.’

French government, and were published as follows: 

Hdgrs. 3ist Art. Brigade, C.A.C. 
G.O. 29, Fort Winfield Scott, Calif., Sept. 10, 1919. 

Extract. 

I. The Brigade Commander takes great pleasure in publishing 

to the command the following translation of the citations under 
which the Croix de Guerre has been awarded by the French 
government to Lieut. Col. Edward A. Stockton, jr., C.A., 57th 
Art., O.A.C.: 
“While commanding, during the three months from April to 
July, 1918, a group of heavy artillery on the Haute Alsace front 
exhibited gallant ability and active energy in executing an 
effective fire of destruction on the enemy artillery, displaying 
under fire unflinching coolness and at all times maintaining 
perfect discipline in his command.” 

Also the following: 

“Lieut. Col. E, A. Stockton, jr., C.A.C., U.S.A., an able officer 
who served conscientiously on the French front and displayed 
there under all circumstances a perfect sense of devotion to 
duty. As commandant of a group, emplaced in the forest of 
Mortzwiller, from April to July, 1918, while subjected to re- 
peated shellings which inflicted heavy losses on his command, 
he continued to furnish an example of bravery, energy and cool- 
ness. This officer at all times fulfilled the missions entrusted to 
him to the entire satisfaction of the French command.”

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GOOD REASONS FOR RE-ENLISTMENT 

The Recruiting Branch, Personnel Division, Purchase 
and Storage, at Washington has recently received a pa- 
triotic letter from Sergt. Emil W. Zingg, of Camp Lewis, 
American Lake, state of Washington, which contains so 
much of the Spirit of ’76 that this branch believes: it 
well worth publication. Writing of “Why I Re-enlisted 
in the University of Actual Experience,” Sergeant Zingg 
says: 

“It affords me a better opportunity to be of greater 
service to my country than would be the case otherwise. 
My uniform is a constant reminder that I must be a 
desirable American citizen, and to that end I must op- 
pose the worst elements in our heterogeneous composi- 
tion of citizenship. By courtesy and brotherly action I 
am able to indicate to the outside world that the uni- 
form represents the same qualities, and that a soldier 
can be courteous, even though many civilians do not 
know the true meaning of terms such as I refer to. 

_ “The spare time the Army life affords me I can utilize 
in improving mind and soul, thus preparing myself for 
better things when the day of discharge comes. In the 
matter of entertainments I have various opportunities 
for amusement that would be impossible in other situa- 
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tions—the Liberty theater, the Y.M.C.A., the K.C.’s, 
the camp library, and so forth. 

‘By re-enlisting, I am in a position to urge others to 
enter the Service, and to plead with my comrades in 
eases where the individuals take a narrow sense view of 
questions, whether pertaining to the Army, or to the 
social and industrial questions in the busy, workaday 
world. 

“Because this is a time to stand fast—to stand for 
something definite, either with the flag or with that 
despicable element known as Bolshevism, socialism or 
some other damn ism.”

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VOYAGE OF THE A.T. AGAMEMNON. 


An officer atta¢éhed to the U.S. Army transport Aga- 

memnon, formerly the German steamer Kaiser Wil- 
helm II., writing us about her first round trip from 
Hoboken to France and return as an Army transport 
says: 
“We left Hoboken Sunday, Aug. 31, for Cardiff and 
3rest, and return to Hoboken, where we arrived Sept. 
26 after a memorable voyage. The Navy turned this 
boat over to the Army. It is the biggest and fastest 
ship the Army has or will have in its transport service. 
She ean carry 6,000 soldiers easily, in addition to a 
erew of 800. She is 26,000 tons and can make twenty- 
seven knots on a schedu'c. The Army put a Q.M. officer 
on this boat, and inside of forty-eight hours it started 
to sea. Quite a remarkable feat! The Agamemnon 
had been doing hard work in the Navy service and its 
condition when we received it was naturally not of the 
best. Its crew was 750 black and white, all out for ad- 
venture and little work. 

‘“‘We had a military guard on board, small and green, 





bat the Q.M. officer, Le Vail, and Major MacDonald, 
ship’s surgeon, who are old campaigners, went to work 
with a few of the sailor police who knew the game and 
got them in order. This motley crew were all over the 
ship, led by a few New York men of Bolsheviki lean- 
ings. The officers got on the job of taming down the 
erew. The coal passers performed such poor work 
for the first day out that we only made nine knots per 
hour, and the men began to make the hospital a resting 
place. Dr. MacDonald had a good remedy for this and 
mixed the shirkers a real ship’s tonic that proved a sure 
cure. This is about the formula: Petroleum, syrup, spe- 
cial tincture aloes, quinine, capsicum, soap liniment and 
linseed oil. Half a glassful at a dose. o shirker re- 
peated a visit to the hospital and all went to work and 
did fine. It was easy for a few old soldiers and sailors 
to get the crew into line. 

“We arrived at Hoboken Sept. 26 from France and 
had a fine stop in England and saw some of France. 
They had about 4,000 on board, mostly casual officers, 
also Y.M.C.A. girls and men, war brides, kids, dogs and 
a fox. Col. Lewis 8S. Sorley, 13th Inf., has been our 
commanding officer of troops abroad and has been very 
fine to all. The 1921 class of West Point (gradu- 
ates) also returned. They are a fine lot of young officers. 

“We have had a fine trip, excellent food, and all the 
luxuries of an ocean liner. Col. H. A. Hegeman, M.T.C., 
was our executive officer and was responsible for the law 
and order and the many comforts on this fine ship. Cap- 
tain McCallum was the personnel officer; both officers 
have had nearly thirty-five years’ service. Major W. 
O’Donnell, Med. Corps, was troop surgeon. Contrary to 
experiences on some transports, there was no kicking 
on the Agamemnon and the executive officer of the troops 
deserves unstinted eno for keeping harmony and hap- 
piness among our homeward bound soldiers.” 
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SURGEON GENERAL REPLIES TO CHARGES. 

Because of their glaring inaccuracy, Major Gen. Mer- 
ritte W. Ireland, Surgeon General of the Army, has 
taken occasion to reply to statements of alleged Medi- 
cal Department shortcomings overseas made by Dr. 
Roland E. Skeel, of Cleveland, and Dr. F. H. Me- 
Mechan, editor of the Ohio State Medical Journal. At 
the recent convention of the American Association of 
Obstetricians and Gynecologists at Cincinnati, Dr. Skeel 
said that Regular Army doctors should be placed with 
divisions at the front for first aid medical and adminis- 
trative work, instead of being permitted to do major 
surgery in the hospitals at the rear. Dr. MeMechan 
charged that anesthetics were sent into hospital wards 
treating epidemic cases instead of being assigned to ad- 
minister anesthetics in pressing surgical cases, and that 
there was a shortage of ether. : 

The Surgeon General states that aside from the very 
patent animus displayed by Dr. Skeel, his statements 
not only are refuted by the very voluminous medical 
history of the war written by men prominent in medical 
and surgical circles of the United States, but imply that 
the gentleman himself gained his fancied knowledge more 
from hearsay than from personal observation at the 
front. The great majority of medical officers of the 
Regular Army in France filled administrative positions 
at the front. The care of the sick and wounded was in- 
tentionally entrusted to officers of the Medical Reserve 
Corps, carefully selected for the purpose by Finney, 
Fisher, Golthwaite, Allison, Thayer, Young, _ Keyes, 
Cushing, Salmon and others who composed the chief con- 
sultant body of the A.E.F. The work of these officers 
was co-ordinated by Col. W. L. Keller, Director of the 
Professional Services, himself an experienced surgeon. 
No officer of the Regular Medical Corps attempted sur- 
gery except with the Ist Division in the Montdidier sec- 
tor, and then only for a brief period while a fixed hos- 
pital was being established at Beauvais. In view of the 
fact that Dr. Skeel served with the 14th Engineers 
(Railway) in the A.E.F., from July, 1918, to Febru- 
ary, 1919, after the return of this regiment from service 
with the British Expeditionary Forces, it is remarkable 
he should make a statement so utterly at variance with 


the common knowledge possessed by thousands of medi- 
cal men. Had he visited the Sanitary School at Langres 
he would have learned that the very antithesis of his 
statement was taught. 

“Referring to the statement of Dr. McMechan, it is 
quite in keeping with that of Dr. Skeel, for physicians, 
both male and female, and nurses were used in front 
and rear hospitals as anesthetists intentionaly and for 
reasons that can only appear to one versed in condi- 
tions affecting sanitary units on a battle front. At no 
time did a shortage of ether exist in the médical supply 
depots in France. Army supply officers never called 
upon the Red Cross for a supply of.ether, though certain 
units found it convenient in passing a Red Cross estab- 
lishment to request small quantities, as was perfectly 
legitimate, the situation of the depots of both the Army 
and Red Cross having been prearranged to meet re- 
quirements of standard articles and preclude duplica- 
tion of depots in any. locality.”

Tue DANGER POINT IN SERVICE Pay. 

The question of Army and Navy pay is a serious mat- 
ter, says the Philadelphia Inquirer, and continued resig- 
nations from the Service should be a sharp reminder to 
Congress of the necessity of dealing with it forthwith. 
It adds: “Great difficulties in the manning of the Pa- 
cifie Fleet are threatened through the inability of offi- 
cers to live on their present salaries. Men with fami- 
lies are especially embarrassed. Shifting from one part 
of the country to another and often—in the case of the 
Navy men in particular—in distant parts of the world, 
they would hardly see wife or child at all unless they 
made frequent changes of domicile. For this reason 
alone it costs officers more than most men to live. 


Plainly, the point is rapidly being reached when _resig- 
‘tions will dangerously deplete both Services. 


Unless 
this condition is speedily remedied the Army and Navy 
will in time be officered largely by men of independent 
means. Congress sometimes talks and acts as if there 
were something democratic in low salaries. The con- 
trary is true. If a position does not pay what it is 
worth, if it calls for expenditures which the salary can- 
not meet, then inevitably only those who have their own 
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money to fall back upon can fill it. A career in the 
Army or Navy should not be left open only to rich 
men’s sons.” 
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THE NAVY AND THE TORPEDOPLANE. 


Rear Admiral Ralph Earle, U.S.N., contributes to 
the August number of the U.S. Naval Institute Pro- 
ceedings a short article on the torpedoplane which is by 
way of answer to an article on this subject written by 
Henry Woodhouse and printed in the May number of 
the same monthly. Mr. Woodhouse made no reference 
in his article to work done by the U.S. Navy in con- 
nection with carrying torpedoes in airplanes, and of 
this point Admiral Earle writes: “The general impres- 
sion that will be gathered by those reading the inter- 
esting paper by Mr. Woodhouse on the torpedoplane is 
that the Navy has failed to take advantage of informa- 
tion in its possession in regard to the practicability 
and desirability of dropping torpedoes from aircraft. 
- - + It is believed that the facts in the matter do not 
warrant such a belief on the part of those interested in 
the Navy. The usual practice of the Navy is, of course, 
to remain silent on subjects such as this in connection 
with the naval’ profession, but there are at least cer- 
tain facts, involving experiments of that nature, that it 
ean do no harm to mention in a brief form. 

“In the spring of 1918 the British produced a suc- 
cessful torpedo-carrying airplane, and used for this a 
land machine because of special conditions under which 
they could operate in the North Sea. The torpedoplane 
carried a torpedo weighing approximately 1,000 pounds. 
The U.S. Navy has been concerned principally with the 
development of a seaplane for carrying the service small 
standard torpedo, but the seaplane requisite was of a 
greater capacity than was easily obtainable, and not 
until July, 1918, were such seaplanes available. It is 
worthy of mention that the Navy Department, under date 
of July 20, 1914, took up the problem of employing air- 
craft for carrying torpedoes, and study of this project 
was put in process, the various bureaus in the Navy 
Department collaborating. It is, of course, not 
wise to state the success of what has been done with 
the torpedoplane in the Navy further than that this 
matter has been cared for in the Navy and satisfactory 
apparatus must result. Mr. Woodhouse makes no men- 
tion of experiments carried out by the United States 
Government because it is assumed he had no personal 
knowledge in regard to the same, although in one case 
he does refer to a small torpedo which could be carried 
by a small seaplane then in use, and states that ‘be- 
fore the small torpedo had been perfected, however, the 
large airplanes had come into use, and the use for small 
airplanes ceased.’ To make this statement complete it 
must be borne in mind that the small torpedo referred 
to was developed by private interests and proved a 
total failure on trial runs, only making 500 yards at a 
speed of less than ten knots, the torpedo carrying: but 
ten pounds of explosive, such a small amount as to be 
of no use whatever except against the very smallest of 
vessels. 

“Naturally, it is difficult to comment properly upon 
the possibilities of a torpedoplane, the weapon not hay- 
ing been tested very thoroughly by its use in war, and 
certainly the methods of use proposed by the U.S. Navy 
cannot be disclosed. It is necessary to look the facts 
in the face, however, and to recognize that there are 
certain limitations in the application of this weapon to 
naval warfare which decidedly prohibit it from becom- 
ing the revolutionary weapon which Mr. Woodhouse con- 
siders it to be. A torpedo is in the nature of a pro- 
jectile moving slowly in the water, and the torpedoplane 
dropping a projectile within sight of a vessel immedi- 
ately discloses the character of the attack on the vessel, 
and this vessel, by alteration of course or speed, will 
have no difficulty in avoiding the torpedo even though 
it were properly directed when launched. In a fleet 
action against a number of ships, using many torpedo- 
planes, there would be the greatest chance of success of 
torpedoes dropped in this manner, because the ships are 
more or less restricted in their maneuvers both as to 
change in course and speed. . . The pest develop- 
ment of the torpedoplane seems to be in the line of 
utilizing the standard service torpedo of a large explo- 
sive capacity so that the hit made by them would en- 
tail serious, if not fatal, damage to the target.” 

The “small torpedo” referred to by Admiral Earle 
was a development of a committee appointed by the 
Aero Club of America late in 1916 for the purpose of 
developing the torpedoplane. This was, as will be noted, 
two years after the U.S. Navy had begun making ex- 
periments along this line. In his article in the May 
number of the Proceedings Mr. Woodhouse wrote: “At 
first it seemed impossible to develop an automobile tor- 
pedo weighing less than 200 pounds, having a range of 
about 1,000 yards at a speed of twenty-five knots, but 
the committee was willing to have experiments carried 
out regardless of the possibility of failure, and three 
leading experts on torpedoes promptly took up the work 
and soon advised the committee that such a torpedo 
could and would be developed. Before the small torpedo 
had been perfected, however, large airplanes had come 
into use and the need for small torpedoes ceased.”

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READJUSTMENT OF ARMY OFFICERS’ RANK. 

Officers of the Army who have received a copy of 
Circular No. 493, War Dept., Sept. 26, 1919, have been 
intensely interested in its subject matter and many of 
them have been industriously figuring out their relative 
rank in the readjustment or rank. Generally, the offi- 
cers in Washington interpreted the circular as provid- 
ing for what promotion there will be by seniority in all 
but the higher grades, in which selection will’ be limited. 
So many inquiries for interpretaton of the circular had 
been received at the War Department that an interpre- 
tative statement was issued from the office of the Chief 
of Staff, under date of Sept. 29, but owing to errors in 
transcribing the statement a reissue was made on Sept. 
30. Its text as corrected appears further on. Circular 


No. 439 reads: 
CIRCULAR NO. 439, WAR DEPT., 
Washington, Sept. 26, 1919. 
Readjustment of Rank of Officers. 

1. The Act of Sept. 17, 1919, provides as follows: 

‘‘That until June 30, 1920, the Secretary of War is au- 
thorized and directed to maintain in such commissioned per- 
sonnel in addition to the officers of the Permanent Establish- 
ment and to retain at their temporary grades such officers of 
the Regular Army as in his judgment may be necessary for 
the proper performance of the functions of the military 
establishment: Provided, That additional officers so main- 
tained shall be selected, so. far as practicable, from officers 
and enlisted men who served during the emergency and are 
applicants for appointment in the Permanent Establishment: 
Provided further, That after Oct. 31, 1919, the total number 
of commissioned officers, exclusive of retired officers and. dis- 
abled emergency officers awaiting discharge upon. completion 
of treatment for physical reconstruction, shall at no time 
exceed 18,000: Provided further, That no officer on the active 
list shall be detailed for recruiting service or for duty at 
schools and colleges, not including schools of the Service, 
where officers on the retired list can be secured who are 
competent for such duty: And provided further, That here- 
after officers retired for physical disability shall not form 
part of the limited retired list: And provided further, That 
1,200 emergency officers shall be assigned to the Air Service, 
of whom not less than eighty-five per centum shall be duly 
qualified fliers.’’ 

2. The following table of authorization by grades of the 
18,000 officers above provided is announced: 

101 generai officers, 
693 colonels, 
797 lieutenant colonels, 
2,717 majors, 
5,408 captains, 
5,179 first lieutenants, 
3,105 second lieutenants. 
In order to conform to the above table, it is necessary gen- 
erally to reduce officers of the Army from the grades they 
held on a basis of 200,000 officers to the grades they should 
properly hold on a basis of 18,000 officers. 

3. In accordance with instructions heretofore issued, the 
names of emergency officers recommended for retention in 
service as a part of the 18,000 officers are now being sub- 
mitted to the War Department by organization commanders 
and chiefs of staff corps to whom allotments have been made. 
From such recommendations the War Department will de- 
termine and announce the names and grades of emergency 
officers whose retention in service is approved. 

4. The designation of officers of the Regular Army to com- 
plete ‘the total authorized in any grade by Par. 2 of this 
circular will be made by the War Department, without further 
recommendations from any sources. The officers so designated 
will be selected by an application of the principles of Sec. 25 
of the National Defense Act (Bul. No. 16, War D., 1916) for 
the equalization of promotion in all arms, corps and depart- 
ments of the Army, assuming that all officers of the Army are 
qualified for promotion unless they have been classified as 
unfit for promotion by the Efficiency Boards of Officers of 
each arm of the Service now in session making exhaustive 
studies and examinations of the efficiency records of all offi- 
cers of the Regular Army. 

5. The plan herein announced having been determined upon 
as essential for the best interests of the entire Service, re- 
quests for exceptions thereto will not receive consideration. 

6. Prior to Oct. 831, 1919, orders will be issued by the War 
Department for the necessary demotion and promotion of 
officers in order to place them in grades as determined in 
accordance with this circular, if not already in such grades. 

7. It is not contemplated that there be a general reassign- 
ment or change in the duties of officers on account of change 


in rank incident to the carrying out of the provisions of this 
circular.

Statement from Office of Chief of Staff. 


The full text of the amended statement as issued from 
the office of the Chief of Staff is as follows: 


The signature by the President of a bill authorizing a 
commissioned strength of the Army of 18,000 from Oct. 
31, 1919, until June 30, 1920, and authorizing the Sec- 
retary of War to retain such officers of the Regular 
Army as may be necessary in grades above their per- 
manent rank has enabled the War Department to issue 
instructions accomplishing the final steps in the readjust- 
ment of the commissioned personnel of the Army to a 
normal basis. 

Difficult as the process of building up the Army has 
been, the tearing down and shaping into a peace-time 
organization is a more difficult matter. The difficulties 
of adjustment have been increased by the uncertainties 
as to the future military policy of the Government, the 
inadequacy of pay in the face of the high cost of living 
and the failure of all classes to realize that economies 
must be promptly met. In peace there cannot be per- 
mitted the latitude in- the use of officers that is neces- 
sary in war-and the rank and promotion of officers must 
be governed by considerations of length of service, ex- 
perience and general value to the Military Establishment 
as well as upon accomplishments during war. 

In @nticipation of the passage of the bill providing for 
18,000 officers, the War Department allotted this num- 
ber of officers to various commands and military ac- 
tivities of the Army throughout the world. Total num- 
ber of officers that may be-retained by any command or 
activity for the time being was fixed and commanding 
officers of these org@pizations and activities were directed 
to select, from officers under their command, a sufficient 
number of temporary officers who, with their regular offi- 
cers, will complete their quota of the 18,000. These selec- 
tions are well under way and it will be necessary that 
the discharge from the Service of all temporary officers 
not so selected for retention, be accomplished before 
Noy. 1, 1919. This means the discharge within the next 
five weeks of approximately 10,000 emergency officers, 
most of whoi desire to remain in the Service, but for 
whom there is no vacancy under the law. In determin- 
ing the manner in which temporary officers are to be 
retained, the Chief of Staff has been guided by the 
consideration that the immediate commanders know best 
the relative merits of the officers under their command 
and are best qualified to judge which officers will be of 
the greatest value to the Military Establishment for the 
particular work to be accomplished by this establishment 
between now and June 30, 1920. The Army has impor- 
tant work to do between now and June 30, 1920, and it 
is fully realized that the retention of temporary officers 
must be based upon their fitness to do this: work rather 
than as a reward for the service they have performed 
during the war. 

The instructions issued establish the fact that the 
Chief of Staff has fixed the number of officers that 
there may be in each grade of the 18,000 officers, 
thereby terminating the opportunity for extensive pro- 
motion that has existed during the war. In getting the 
18,000 officers into these grades, it is pointed out that 
there must be sacrifices of rank and pay throughout the 
Service; a necessary consequence of readjusting the 
rank of officers from that held in a military forcé having 
200,000 officers to that they cam properly hold in a force 
having only 18,000 officers. 

The temporary officers to be retained will be largely 
applicants for permanent appointment.- .These officers 
along with all others have reached grades in the great 
army raised during the war that they cannot expect to 
hold in the greatly inferior peace-time force. A deter- 
mination of the decrease in rank of these officers in order 
to properly fit them into the new commissioned force 
will be made by the War Department and announced in 
orders. 

Among both Regular Army and temporary officers 
there now exist many inequalities of relative rank due 
to the circumstances of war and to the piecemeal de- 
mobilization of our military forces. The recent. instruc- 
tions issued: indicate that in distributing such rank as the 
apportonment by grades. of the 18,000 officers permits, 
the Chief of Staff has taken the step that will definitely 
end on Oct. 31 the unsatisfactory conditions, curtail the 
expense of the Army and bring the rank of officers of 
the Army to a proper basis. The rank provided by the 
bill is { be distributed in such manner as to equalize, so 
far as possible, rank and promotion throughout the vari- 
ous arms-of the Service in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Section 25 of the National Defense Act of 1916. 
This section provides in effect that promotions be so 
made that officers of the various arms of the same length 
of service shall have, so far as possible, the same rank. 
In the application of this principle to the present re- 
adjustment the vacancies provided in any grade, on a 
basis of 18,000 officers, not filled by officers already per- 
manently commissioned in that grade or by temporary 
officers who remain in service, will be distributed among 
the efficient officers of the Regular Army of the next 
lower grade having the greatest length of service. 

For practically all officers this means a decrease in 
their present rank, and it means a material saving in 
the pay of officers. For example, instead of approxi- 
mately 1,100 officers in the grade of colonel, to-day, there 
will be 693 on Nov. 1, with similar reductions in other 
grades. So far as the Regular Army officers are con- 
cerned, it means that instead of dropping back to the 
rank they hold im the Army authorized by the National 
Defense Act having 11,755 officers, they will be dropped 


back to the grades they should properly hold in an army” 


having 18,000 officers, about 5,000 of whom were in the 
Regular Service at the outbreak of the war and about 
13.000 of whom are Regular and temporary officers who 
entered the military service after the outbreak of war. 

Only in the few cases where general officers or offi- 
eers detailed for duty at the War College and other 
schools of the Service have already been returned to 
their permanent grades will there be any promotion 
above their present grade for Regular officers and, even 
in such cases, the promotion will not carry such officers 
up to the grades held by them during the war. 

In general the accidents of war and the process of de- 
mobilization are at an end and the Army; so far as its 
Regular officers are concerned, is to be returned to a 
normal basis as to rank of officers. Many temporary 
officers possessing special qualifications must of course 
be held for a while to perform certainly highly special- 
ized work arising from the closing out of war-time ac- 


tivities. These officers will be held in the des pro- 
viding a rate of pay commensurate with thelr s skill and 
ability. Due to such cases some line officers must wait 
for the promotion due them until the service of these 
specialists are no longer needed and the Army can per- 
mit the termination of their services. 

A statement of the adopted plan would not be com- 
plete without calling attention to one class of Regular 
Army officers who, regardless of their length of service, 
will not receive any promotion at this time, and will 
remain in their regular grades. These are the officers 
who, as a result of careful study of their efficiency rec- 
ords covering their entire service, have been classified 
as ineflicient.and entitled to no promotion at this time. 
This classification has not been done by the General 
Staff, but has been accomplished by boards consisting 
of five officers of high rank for each arm and braneh of 
the Service, convened for this purpose. 





RESULTS OF NAVY SELECTION. 

From the Navy Megisters of 1916 and 1919 one can 
obtain very interesting data as to the relative rank of 
Navy officers after three years’ operation of the selec- 
tion law. This study shows this result: All Navy offi- 
cers_at the head of the list were promoted except thir- 
teen—thirteen out of ninety-six. It also reveals that all 
officers so selected for command afloat would have been 
available had promotion been by seniority. Of the sea- 
going captains, the same officers, with the exception of 
eight who were passed over by the Boards of Selection, 
would be rear admirals to-day had promotion been by 
seniority. All that selection appears to have done for 
the officers in the higher grades in the Navy in three 
years has been to pass over less than a dozen officers 
who, having been passed over, are hardly expected«to be 
enthusiastic over being left as a melancholy example 
of the operation of the selection law—-oflicers dissatis- 
fied, disgruntled, aggrieved, and therefore hardly ex- 
pected to keep up to any standard of efficiency the Navy 
may set. . 

Selection in the Navy, those opposed to it contend, has 
not been necessary to seléct the best officers available for 
important commands for the reason that the same offi- 
cers would have been available for command afloat 
whether promoted by seniority or selection. Such being 
the case the utility of a selection law is questioned. 
Officers passed over have no opportunity of proving to 
the selectors that their judgment was in error, though 
the whole officer personnel of the Navy may be stirred 
to partisanship over what it considers an injustice to 
officers who have served efficiently and honorably, but 
whose service records by reason of circumstances over 
which they had no control were considered not to meas- 
ure up to those of officers of the same rank lower down 
in the list. The study of what selection has accom- 
plished for the Navy’ is commended to all who assume 
that selection is the panacea for promotion ills, for it 
is held that the Navy has reaped all the disadvan- 
tages of selection without obtaining any commensurate 
benefits. The list of ninety-six officers at the top in 
1919, checked against the list of 1916, is illuminative, 
as eleven officers on the 1919 list would doubtless be 
willing to testify, the eleven who are “still captains,” 
two of the original thirteen having been retired. 

In an editorial headed “Staying in the Army,” the 
New York Times of Sept. 28 makes the assertion that 
“in the future selection will help officers toward the 
top, if there afe no wars.” After stating that the war 
with Spain promoted most of the Army officers to high 
rank, the Times.concludes that “in the long interval of 
peace the seniority rule kept them down.” According 
to the Times, then, seniority is a bar to promotion, 
while selection accelerates promotion. How this con- 
clusion is reached is not explained by the writer of 
the editorial. 





STRENGTH OF THE ARMY, 

The estimated strength of the Army Sept. 23. was. 
378,503, not including 258 Marines in the A.E.F. Of 
this number, 33,065 were in Europe, 7,614 en route 
from Europe, and 304,250 in the United States. The 
net decrease in Army strength since Nov. 11, 1918, is 
ninety per cent. When the appropriation was made for 
an average army of 325,000 for the fiscal year, it was 
believed that it would be necessary to reduce the total 
strength to about 240,000 by Sept. 30. However, as 
demobilization proceeded much more rapidly than had 
been expected during July and August, it will be pos- 
sible under the original appropriation to maintain an 
average strength of approximately 245,000 after Oct. 31. 
Including the more recent provision for 7,500 additional 
emergency officers, the maximum force possible under 
both acts of legislation is estimated at 252,500. 
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British NAVAL INFORMATION CONFIDENTIAL. 

Secretary Baker issued information on Sept. 20 for 
the guidance of all concerned containing the following 
letter from. the British Admiralty: “A considerable 
amount of information has recently been supplied to 
official representatives of the U.S. Army, Navy and 
Government on technical matters connected with naval 
material: eg., guns, torpedoes, mines, anti-submarine 
devices, signaling systems, ete. I beg to request that 
you will be good enough to arrange for all such infor- 
mation to be treated as confidential, and not to be pub- 
lished, except for the use of responsible officials of the 
U.S. Government.” Secretary Baker directed that all

Anmy FLiers IN TRANSCONTINENTAL RACE.

Director of Air Beryice, and .in Co-operation with , the 
American Flying Club, eighty airplanes. operated by 
Army officers’ due to start on Oct. 9 in.a cross-eontinent 
race and Zeturn race, fifty-seven machines starting from 
Mineola, Long Island, N.Y., and twenty-three from San 
Francisco.

M. Hickam, U.S.A., chief of the informatidbn group, Air 
Service, he explained that the Air Service feels that the 
public is entitled to all.the benefits of the knowledge and 
experience of the Service that can be made use of com- 
mercially. .

The supervision and co-ordination of the military ed- 
ucatiqnal system is vested in the General Staff and 
provides for military education of officers of the Regu- 
Jar Army, cadets and enlisted men of the Regular Army, 
says a statement issued by the War Department on 
Sept. 29. It continues: “A most important feature in 
every. phase of instruction will be to teach students the 
particular art of how to teach others. Specfal effort 
will be made in each school towards development of an 
efficient system for the accomplishment of this purpose. 
It will be the constant aim of all concerned to improve 
and perfect the methods employed. With this end in 
view, officers of all grades shall be encouraged to sub- 
mit proposals for improvements in methods or character 
of instruction, through proper channels, to the War De- 
partment. The scope of the system will be: For offi- 
cers: basic courses at special Service schools, unit 
schools, advanced courses at special schools, and gen- 
eral schools.. For cadets: the U.S. Military Academy. 
For enlisted men: post, unit and special Service schools. 
General Service schools shall be under the girect super- 
vision and control of the Chief of Staff of the Army and 
shall consist of School of the Line, General Staff School 
and General Staff College, Cadet and Post Schools. In 
addition to such special provisions aS shall be made bY 
the Federal Government for the education and -training 
of such forces, the school system herein provided for the 
Regular Army shall be used for this purpose to the 
greatest possible extent consistent with the laws of Con- 
gress and the ueeds of the Regular Army. In addition 
to such special. provisions as may be made by the War 
Department under the Jaws of Congress for the military 
education and training of students at civil institutions, 
the school system herein provided for the Regular Army 
shall be used for this purpose to the greatest possible 
extent consistent with the laws of Congress and the 
needs of the Regular Army.” 
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EpucaTion OF DiscHARGED SOLDIERS. 

The War Department receives daily many letters ask- 
ing whether the Army can help the discharged soldier in 
an educational way. The Army, according to the pro- 
visions of existing law, can do nothing to further the 
educational training of discharged soldiers. It is limited 
in its educational efforts to what may be done for those 
persons who are members of the Army. Arrangements 
have been made for the training in hospitals of men 
about to be discharged from the Army, who upon dis- 
charge will be physically disabled. These men, the 
Army teaches in hospitals such things as can be of bene- 
fit to them when they return to civil life handicap by 
physical disability. Once separated from the ice 
the Army cannot under existing law aid the discharged 
soldier in his education. The United -States Govern- 
ment through the Federal Board of Vocational Educa- 
tion, whose headquarters are in Washington, communi- 
cates with discharged soldiers and urges them to com- 
municate with it, if they are physically disabled as a 
result of their service during the emergency. This board 
passes upon each individual case and decides whether 
the application for educational training is so disabled 
that he should be aided by the Government in securing 
an education which will fit him for life under the condi- 
tions of his disability. No agency of the Government 
under existing law is specifically charged with further- 
ing the education of Sohiceee soldiers who have no 
pliyseal disability. Soldiers who have been discharged on 
account of physical disability should make application to 
the - Fede Board of Vocational Education, Washing- 
ton, D.C., if they are desirous of furthe their educa- 
tion by Governmental help. Soldiers who have been dis- 
charged and who are physically fit should, if they wish 
to obtain an education by Governmental - help, enlist in 
the Regular Army.

“ARMY REORGANIZATION HEARINGS. 
/ : SENATE HEARINGS, ° 
~ . , L.s@eneral Goethals Discusses Bill. 

Major Gen. G. W. Goethals; U.S.A.,- retired, formerly 
Director of Purchase, Storage and Traffic of the Army; 
appeafed before: the: Senate Committee on -Military Afs 
fairs on Sept. 29. In general comment on the War De 
partment bill General Goethals said. he favored univers 
sal military training. He was not prepared to express 4 
final opinion on the proper length for such training, as 
the industrial condition of the country had to be taken 
into consideration. Three months would be better. than 
nothing, six months better than three months and a year 
better than six months. Regarding the proper size of 
the .Army, he said: “I don’t feel myself competent to 
pass on this question, as I do.net know what purposes 
the: American Army may be used for.” 

General Goethals -then explained the history. of..the 
development of the Purchase, Storage and Traffic Divi- 
sion of the General Staff... The clothing situation, was 
exceedingly complicated at. the time he became Quarter- 
master General, he said, because several bureaus of the 
War Department were competing for thé materials that 
were. necessary for-the manufacture of clothing, This 
was also true in the case.of leather goods and hardware. 
The situation at the seaports was “horrible”; each de- 
partment was sending-all-the articles it had prepared as 
soon as they -were manufactured, regardless of . the de- 
gree of urgency of ‘the need for them.in France or.the 
adequary of transportation facilities. The result was a 
condition. of congestion at the ports that took a long time 


to clear up. -General..Goethals thought the name. Pur-, 


chase, Storage and Traffic was.an unfortunate one, that 


it should have the Service .of:Supply. er the Supply De-.. 


partment. RY , 

In..response. to.the comment by Senator Frelinghuysen 
that he “did a big job’? General Goethals said: “Yes, it 
was a‘big job. I think there is some criticism because 
I petformed some operating functions. . Genera! March 
told’ *me: he ‘would hold-me responsible for getting the 
supplies to Europe, and 1. was-willing. to accept the. re- 
sponsibility.” . ; 2 

Senator Chamberlain asked: “Didn’t you tell him that 
you would not take charge unless he gave. you full av- 
thority?” : ‘ " 

“No,” said General Goethals, “I have the wrong repu- 


tation. I-did net-need te: make, any, conditions..with Gen-. 


eral March... He is my type.of man.” He then said he 
saw -no.reason for maintaining two separate corps for 
Motor Transpert and Transportation Services... Senator 
Wadsworth. asked .whether the proposed supply division 
was’ a proper General- Staff..function. The reply was 
that-it was ‘not, but that it should be under close super- 
vision by.the General Staff..-General Goethals said he 
had never seen the -General Staff effect.much in the 
direction’ of co-ordination; Secretary Root had organ- 


ized that body but -had left it to shift largely for itself... 


The: proper functions of the supply service,. General 


Goethals believed,. should include the purchasing of all, 


standard commodities, all sterage problems and all trans- 
portation, motor, railroad, weter and wagon. He would 
leave to the. various. bureaus the purchase of special 
technical supplies,.éxcluding, howeyer,.the purchase. of 
medicines and i instruments. by the Medical 
Corps. . These were standard commodities. 

Senater Chamberlain called the attention of General 
Goethals to the criticism. by j 
Black, Chief of Enginers, that the system of commodity 
storage had caused the Corps of Engineers great difii- 
culty in procuring Engineer supplies for the parades of 
the 1st Division in New York and Washington. Gen- 
eral. Goethals, and Major.Gen. G. W. Burr who accom- 
panied him, said.the difficulties encountered in this in- 
stance were not inherent in the general storage plan. 
General Burr said such trouble would be eliminated in 
the future. General Goethals said: “Knowing Black, 
I rather imagine that if he had played the game there 
would. have been no difficulty.” 

The General referred tv the suggestion that had been 
made looking toward placing the entire supply service 
of the:Army under separate civilian control. He did not 
believe this would be: satisfactory...He said later, how- 
ever, :that if it were possible to pay. high enough salaries 
it might be better to have it run. by civilians under 
military control. Speaking of the personnel of the Sup- 
ply. Corps; he:thought it should be._permanent, as he had 
always: opposed the detail system. It was necessary to 
keep the officers of supply and other staff corps_in touch 
with the line of the Army, but it would be better to de- 
tail: them: to the line rather than follow the plan sug- 
gested in the bill,. To follow the plan in the bill to 
make all bureau chiefs general officers of the line and to 
detail as chief of bureaus any general officer, General 
Goethals said he did not think would be wise. The offi- 
cers of the various staff corps and departments were ac- 
customed to look forward to being head of the bureau, 
and such a system would remove a certain amount of 
incentive. 

There followed a discussion as to the amount of lati- 
tude that should be given to the General Staff in order 
to allow it .to expand and function properly in time of 
war. General Goethals was of the opinion that there 
should not be any serious limitations on the scope of 
authority vested in the General Staff. Senator Wads- 
worth called attention to the fact that if such a supply 
system as the one advocated by him was adopted there 
would be no need for administrative activities on the 
part of the staff in the case of war. He said: “It is 
the ambition of this committee, and I think of Congress, 
to build a system under which each branch will not be- 
come dislocated at the outbreak of an emergency. I 
think that is a possibility if we create a proper supply 
service.” 

General Goethals favored a budget system for the 
Army, but did not go so far as to request that Congress 
appropriate for the Army in a lump sum, “at the present 
rate of taxation.” He believed promotion by selection 
was the best plan for the Army if it could be properly 
safeguarded, but in response to Senator Sutherland’s 
question as to whether it could be safeguarded, he said 
he saw no way in which it could. It was essential, he 
said, that. the Army have a rigid system of elimination 
if-it was not possible to haye selection. Selection would 
n ily be based upon efficiency reports, and these, 
according to his view, are not a proper indication of the 
com tive merits of officers, Asked as to retention of 
the In or General’s Department, he thought its 
work might well be accomplished by officers detailed 
from the General Staff. 





HOUSE HEARINGS, 


“General Burr on Supply System. 
Major .Gen. George W. Burr, Assistant Chief of Staff 
and head ef the Division of Purchase, Storage and Traf- 





Major Gen. William M.., 
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fic, vf the War Department, before the House Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs on Sept. 26, gave much the same 
testimony as he had already given to the Senate com- 
mittee, laying particular stress upon the need for a 
soser co-ordination of the purchasing and financial func- 
tions of the department. He commented on the neces- 
sity for some bill such as that now before the commit- 
tee in order to carry out the present arrangements of 
the General Staff after the Overman bill becomes in- 
operative. Calling attention to the serious congestion 
in the way of material, war supplies, the inevitable. re- 
sulting delay in construction and the movement and 
housing of troops, General Burr outlined the measures 
taken by General Goethals when he was recalled to active 
service and placed in charge of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral’s Office. He instanced the separation from the 
routine of the Quartermaster Corps of all war-time 
construction, the Motor Transport Service, Inland Traf- 
fic, and the Overseas Transportation or Embarkation 
Service, and described the organization of the Division 
of Purchase, Storage and Traffic. 
advantages derived from the new arrangement, General 
Burr expressed himself as being strongly of the belief 
that Congress ought to set up in the Army reorganiza- 
tion bill the same services as were set up in the war, 
since General Pershing had found it necessary in France 
to follow the same plan of operation, as being the only 
one which could possibly get the desired results. 

Mr. Kahn asked: “Do you believe that in these spe- 
cialized departments there should be a permanent rather 
than a detailed personnel?” General Burr replied: “We 
have secured many good officers by the detail system, but 
many not so good. I think that an ideal arrangement 
for. these technical corps would be a compromise. I 
would detail young men from the Army for a tour, and 
let them discover whether they liked this new line of 
work; on the other hand, it would permit the higher offi- 
cers in the corps to determine whether they are suited 
for that work or not.* After the tour of duty it could be 
arranged to have them permanently transferred. But I 
would couple with that some sort of a provision that 
these officers must from time to time serve with the line 
of the Army, so as not to lose touch. I would detail the 
staff officers to the line, instead of transferring the line 
officers to the special bureaus.’’ He also seid that “bu- 
reau chiefs stay too long on one job. Four years on 
one job is long enough. Then they should be transferred 
to the line for a short tour, except in the case of an 
emergency when it should be made possible to hold them 
or immediately re-transfer them to the staff position.” 

Mr. Kearns inquired why we should not have one pur- 
chasing agency for the whole Army, and General Burr 
said he thought we should have. 
in the Navy, where the matter of purchases and accounts 
comes within the jurisdiction of one officer, and which 
plan has worked successfully since it was inaugurated 
years ago by Secretary Whitney. General Burr empha- 
sized the liberty allowed the Secretary of the Navy in 
assigning to the various bureaus of the Navy the duties 
to be performed by them, and stated that a law granting 
the same authority and allowing the same leeway in the 
conduct of the Army would greatly help matters. Mr. 
Kahn asked if he thought such a bill in relation to the 
Army would have the same effect as it had in the Navy. 
General Burr answered, “Yes.” Mr. Kahn asked: “And 
you would recommend such a law for the Army?” Gen- 
eral Burr replied: “Yes, sir, I would give the President 
full power to change the duties of these special bureaus 
as needs may arise, and that he be given full authority 
to specify their duties.” 

General Harris on Strength of Army. 


Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, The Adjutant General 
of the Army, urged the adoption of the principal fea- 
tures of the War Department’s Army reorganization bill 
when he appeared before the House committee in the 
afternoon session on Sept. 26. He felt it highly desir- 
able that the Army be continued at a strength of 576,000, 
but doubted seriously whether the country would sanc- 
tion the retention of such a force. He suggested an alter- 
native which would give a Regular military establishment 
of 332,339 officers and men, excluding 1,654 officers on 
the Detached Officers’ List. He divided his proposed 
force into three separate divisions; the garrisons for out- 
lying possessions, an expeditionary force for service in 
the United States and a training cadre. He was firmly 
of the belief that a full war-strength division of 29,502 
officers and men should be kept in each the Hawaiian 
Islands and the Panama Canal Zone and that a division 
composed part of Regular Army men and part of native 
troops should be maintained in the Philippines. For an 
American expeditionary force to be kept on hand in case 
of any emergency, General Harris suggested six divi- 
sions located at various posts throughout the United 
States, each having a minimum strength of 17,000 offi- 
cers and men. In addition it would be necessary to 
maintain sixteen training camps with a cadre of 6,000 
men each, a coast defense system, of approximately 
50.000, an Air Service of 20,000 and other auxiliaries of 
a strength of 6,000. This amounted to a total, he said 
of 20,857 officers and 311,982 enlisted men. 

General Harris repeated his warning that he felt it 
necessary to maintain an Army of the size provided in 
the War Department bill. Mr. Miller asked whether 
there was anything in the situation in Europe that made 
him apprehensive of trouble ahead for the United States 
and that might make it necessary to use American troops 
again. The Adjutant General said that while that was 
more of.a political question than one for a military man 
to answer, he was afraid the state of threst, particularly 
in the Central Powers, gave rise to a dangerous situa- 
tion from which almost anything might be expected to 
result. Mr. James asked how many men were still in 
Siberia. The reply was that approximately 8,000 re- 
mained, but that 4,372 recruits for Siberian service had 
been obtained through Sept. 24. 

Of the universal training feature of the bill, General 
Harris said that without any preliminary training the 
instruction that could be provided in three months would 
be far from sufficient to make the young men of the coun- 
try a great military asset. He suggested that credit be 
given for training received by men enrolled in military 
courses at schools and colleges, under the direction of 
Regular Army officers. No credit should be given, he 
éaid, for more than three months, and the total period 
of six months’ training should be provided for men with- 
out any previous military experience. 

With regard to The Adjutant General’s Department, 
General Harris felt the law should continue to provide 
for the title of The Adjutant General rather than leave 
that for departmental regulation. It should be specifi- 
cally stated that officers detailed as chiefs of bureaus 
should hold office for a definite tour of duty, preferably 
four years. With the exception of the Medical Depart- 
ment and possibly the Judge Advocate General’s De- 
partment, he favored the plan of giving the staff de- 
partments personnel obtained by detail from the line. In 
wesponse to a question whether it would not be preferable 
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to have the higher officers permanent in the staff corps, 
with periodic details te the line, General Harris said he 
Saw no objection to the plan. Asked whether the bill 
shbuld not provide for the obtaining of officers of the 
Judge Advocate General’s Department in the same man- 
ner as that in vogue for obtaining medical officers, he 
said he thought the War. Department should be allowed 
to use its own discretion as to the manner in which such 
officers should be chosen, In the War Department bill it 
is provided that officers of the legal department must be 
obtained by detail from the line and not from civil life. 


Effect of Bill on Ordnance Department. 

Major Gen. Clarence C. Williams, Chief of Ordnance, 
told the House committee on Sept. 27 that the provi- 
sions of the War Department bill would have the effect 
of “destroying. the Ordnance Department.” The three 
provisos which would accomplish this were the clause 
providing that the commissioned personnel of the de 
partment be obtained by detail from the line; that no offi- 
cer could remain on a detail in the Ordnance Depart- 
ment for more than four out of any six years; and the 
application of promotion by selection. The technical 
demands of the Ordnance Department, he said, made it 
essential that a permanent personnel be provided. Pro- 
motions as contemplated in the bill would be made upon 
the recommendation of officers of the line, who would be 
entirely unfamiliar with the work of line officers detailed 
to the Ordnance Department. The result would be, ac- 
cording to his opinion, that no officers so detailed would 
have an opportunity to be considered for promotion. 
Under such conditions it would not be possible to re- 
cruit the commissioned personnel to anything like proper 
strength. He added: “If I were a young officer, if this 
dill is adopted I would avoid a detail in the Ordnance 
Department as I would avoid a pest.” 

Mr. Kahn asked whether it would be advisable to 
provide permanent personnel for officers of the rank of 
major and higher. General Williams replied that he 
would go much farther than that and provide a perma- 
nent personnel “from top to bottom.” Asked the num- 
ber of Ordnance officers serving at the outbreak of the 
war who had tried to be transferred back to the line for 
service, the-Chief of Ordnance said that every officer in 
the department had. This situation would be remedied 
under the plan proposed by him, as officers if perma- 
nently made a part of the Ordnance Department would 
consider that as their life work and would make no 
effort to get details to the line upon the commencement 
of hostilities. He said it was essential that there be 
sympathetic contact with the line of the Army. The 
proper method for obtaining this was by detailing Ord- 
nance officers to the line rather than the system pro- 
posed by the War Department bill. He suggested the 
detailing of such officers to the General Staff College, 
Coast Artillery Training Center, the School of Fire 
and the Army School of the Line. The value of the 
interchange of ideas afforded by such association would 
be of inestimable value te the Ordnance Department. 

General Williams sharply criticized the present sys- 
tem of General Staff organization, laying particular 
emphasis on the operation of the Purchase, Storage and 
Traffic Division. He said he had a large file of reports 
from various arsenals as to the difficulties of operation 
encountered because of the interference of such outside 
agencies as that division, the Motor Transport Corps and 
the Finance Division. General Williams said the chiefs 
of the various bureaus of the War Department were re- 
quired to report directly to the Director of Purchase, 
Storage and Traffic, adding that when General Goethals 
had been director he had absorbed practically all the 
functions of the Quartermaster Corps, and it had be- 
come practically an operating division. He added: “I 
believe P.S. and T. is trying to claim now that they 
are not operating, at least, not for the present. They 
certainly have operated, and they have the authority now 
to operate. They can go right down into the Ordnance 
Department and have anything they want. I feel the 
duties of the various bureaus should be definitely set out 
by law. Their appropriations should be made separately 
and expenditures should be made by the department on 
its own authority. As far as the Ordnance Department 
is concerned I can say that not one single constructive 
thing has come out of the Purchase, Storage and Traffic 
Division.” 

“Have there been some destructive things? asked Mr, 
Kahn. “Many of them,” was the reply. 

General Williams then told the committee that the 
authority and responsibility of commanding officers of 
Government arsenals had been practically destroyed as 
the result of the new General Staff plan. There had been 
nine inspections made at the Watervliet Arsenal alone 
for one purpose, and the recommendations made by the 
inspecting officers had all disagreed. Another source of 
dissatisfaction had been the necessity for obtaining sup- 
plies through the zone finance officers. This method, he 
said, interfered with the proper procurement of neces- 
sities for the arsenals. In many cases substitutes for 
technical supplies had been furnished, thereby causing 
great difficulties in producing ordnance matériel. 

In response to a question by Mr. Kahn as to state- 
ments appearing in the papers concerning the socializa- 
tion of the labor at the Rock Island Arsenal, General 
Williams said the only change made in the labor situa- 
tion there was the creation of laborers’ committees for 
conferences on working conditions. Mr. James asked 
whether under Section 1 of the bill the President would 
be authorized fo set the wages of laborers in Govern- 
ment arsenals. The oilicer replied: “If not, it is an 
oversight, because everything else is included there.” 

The Chief of Ordnance said the new system of pur- 
chases ~was vastly more expensive than the old. Under 
the plan now in vogue it was impossible to take ad- 
vantage of cash discounts. It was also necessary to 
keep additional officers and clerical help to maintain the 
overhead. ; 

Gen. Chamberlain Urges Retention of I.G. Dept. 


Major Gen. John L. Chamberlain, Inspector General 
of the Army, when he appeared before the House com- 
mittee on Sept. 29, urged that the Inspector General’s 
Department be continued. It had existed as a separate 
bureau of the War Department as long as the American 
Army, dating from Revolutionary days,. and its func- 
tions were indispensable. The claim that each special 
department should conduct its own inspections and in- 
vestigations was valid, he said, and one which his 
department agreed with; but there was still a par- 
ticular duty for the Inspector General not contemplated 
by anything in the bill. A situation requiring investi- 
gation’ might arise from difficulties not entirely within 
one branch of the Army, where no one arm could prop- 
erly conduct an inspection and arrive at the logical and 
proper conclusion impartially. This, he said, gaye a 
broad field for the Inspector General to work in. He 
added: “I believe that any officer of experience that the 
committee may ask to testify will agree that an adequate 
inspection service is necessary for the efficiency of the 
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Army. If this department is abolished it will be nec- 
essary to create a similar service somewhere else in the 
War Department, or, in other words, in the General 
Staff. The question is not whether such a service is 
necessary, but whether it is better to have it independ- 
ent, as it has been, or to have it a part of the General 
Staff. It is one of the very few bureaus of the War De- 
partment that has stood the test of the war without any 
change and, as far as I know, without criticism.” Gen- 
eral Chamberlain suggested that the committee call offi- 
cers of the Inspector General's Department who served 
with the A.E.F., to testify as to the value of the work 
performed there. 

General Chamberlain said he was a believer in a very 
strong General Staff organization, but its duties should 
not extend into administration. General Chamberlain 
said there should be no limitations upon the duties of 
the Inspector General’s Department, but that it should 
be allowed to function according to the present law, 
thus being entirely at the disposal of the Secretary of 
War. He was in favor of its commissioned personnel 
being obtained by the detail system as now in vogue; 
saying that officers in close touch with the line could 
perform their duties as inspectors better than if on a 
permanent basis. As a corollary, every officer who had 
served in the department could better perform his duties 
in the line. 

Speaking of promotion by selection, General Cham- 
berlain said: “I am 9p opposed in peace times to 
promotion by selection. am in favor of elimination 
coupled with a system. providing for graduated retire- 
ment. The claim that promotion by selection will get 
the best man in the right place is true to a certain ex- 
tent only. It will get one of the best men there. In 
peace we should aim to have an efficient Army as a 
whole. Any system that keeps in the Service men who 
are disappointed and who have complaints is a bad sys- 
tem. Any officer who has been passed over feels that an 
injustice has been done, and in a good many cases it 
has. If we have a system of elimination beginning at 
the start of an officer's career, I think by the time the 
a get to the higher ranks we will have an efficient 

rvice.” 

Mr. Kahn spoke of the letter by Rear Admiral 
liam 8. Sims opposing promotion by selection, and 
that for the information of the committee he would have 
it inserted as a part of the record of the hearings. 

Mr. James asked whether there was any difference in 
the manner in which National Guard officers and Regu- 
lar Army officers were treated during the war in case 
they failed to make good. The reply was that the In- 
spector General’s Department had made it a practice to 
recommend Regular officers for trial sooner than emer- 
gency officers on the ground that the former 
been connected with the Military Establishment. 


General Kreger on J.A.G. Office. 

In his testimony before the House committee on Sept. 
29 Brig. Gen. E. A. Kreger, Acting Judge Advocate 
General, laid special stress on the needs of his depart- 
ment in the way of personnel; the offic: had always been 
undermanned, and there never had been sufficient time 
for the speedy consideration and care of the legal work 
coming to it. It had been necessary frequently to de- 
tail line officers to duty in order to supplement the work 
of the regular staff. Some of these men transferred 
were lawyers, and some were Regular Army officers who 
had studied law after leaving the Military Academy. 
Asked whether vacancies in the J.A.G.’s Office should 
be filled from the line, General Kreger thought it well 
to take a portion of new blood from the line if it was 
possible at the same time to get men with the proper 
legal preparation. 

Mr. Kahn referred to the fact that during the war 


‘the rank of lieutenant had been provided for in the office 


of the J.A.G., and asked if in formulating ‘legislation it 
would be well to provide for continuing the lower grades. 
General Kreger replied that he would not favor retain- 
ing any grade below that of captain. Asked as to the 
proper number of officers to be assigned to the office of 
the Judge Advocate Genéral of the Army for an Army 
of say 300,000 men, he said there should be 72 emg | 
in the following proportions: 12-captains, 32 majors, 16° 
lieutenant colonels, 9 colonels, 2 brigadier generals and 
1 major general. The commissioned personnel at pres- 
ent consists of 99 officers, so that the estimate of 72 is 
27 below the existing establishment, which is’ short of 
even present needs. ‘There should be ten or eleven moré 
men in the office to take care of the work with the 
promptness with which it should be handled. 

Mr. Sanford asked if it would be possible to write a 
law which would embrace all existing military law, or 
whether it would be necessary to resort to a system of 
codification. General Kreger said that in the summer 
of 1916 a codification was authorized by Congress. He 
was engaged for a time on this work, but the war inter- 
vening, he believed the work had been entirely —~ 
To complete this codification he thought would a 
valuable contribution to good administration, but the 
reorganization bill ought also to be included in the codi- 
fication. 

Courts-Martial Cases in A.E.F. 

Mr. Sanford asked how many men who: served in the 
Army were now in custody as.a result of courts-mar- 
tial. General Kreger explained that since summary and 
special courts were limited as to the period for which 
they might confine a prisoner, none of-the sentences or- 
dered at the time of the armistice would now be in 
existence. On Aug. 30, 1919, there remained in the dis- 
ciplinary barracks 3,728 men, out of a total during the 
war of 13,593, as against 2,101 who were in confinement 
at the beginning of the war. In the penitentiaries there 
were confined 855 men on Aug. 30, 1919, as compared 
with 212 at the opening of the war. He stated also that 
while many persons had expressed surprise and resent- 
ment at what appeared to be extreme sentences in 
courts-martial cases, yet the time served was only a 
fraction of the sentence imposed. The average sentence 
imposed on the prisoners sent to Fort Leavenworth, who 
were afterward restored to duty, amounted to seven and 
one-half years, but these were all indeterminate sen- 
tences, and the actual average time served was only five 
months, three and one-half days. Out of 6,467 men sent 
to this prison, 1,107 were restored to the colors and 
given honorable discharges. He believed there are at 
present three men in custody under sentence of G.C.M. 
involving the death penalty. To his knowledge there 
were ten executions in France. Men had been sentenced 
to death for sleeping on post, but they were not shot. 
The executions referred to were mainly for civil offenses 
involving. murder anc rape, and no men had been exe- 
cuted for sleeping on post. Except for two military 
offenses, desertion or mutiny in time of war, or repeated 
desertion in time of peace, a soldier could be sent to the 
penitentiary only for crimes where a civil court would 
have authority of law to impose the same sentence, 
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THE PROBLEM OF RIOT TACTICS. 


To tne Eprrorn or tHe Army AND Navy JougNat: 

The recent riots in Boston suggest anew a military 
problem which has received far less detailed attention 
than it deserves; the problem of riot tactics. Most mili- 
tary writers have so clearly recognized the unplcasant- 
ness of riot duty, and the manifest unfitness of ordinary 
fire or bayonet tacties to its peculiar circumstances, that 
they have either avoided it completely or have merely 
given a few rather unworkable suggestions, such as these 
involving the antiquated hollow square, about as effica- 
cious in dealing with an ordinary city riot as a battery 
of 155’s would be. So far as I know, in all the voluminous 
mass of manuals issued by the War Department, the 
first and only official guide for riot duty was W.D. Doc- 
ument No. 882, which appeared about a year ago. This, 
although well enough as an emergency guide for the 
U.S. Guards, is in no sense a satisfactory manual of riot 
duty. The greater part of it consists simply of para- 
graphs reprinted verbatim, in about equal proportions, 
from “Troops on Riot Duty,” by Major Stockton and 
Captain Dickinson, and from my own “Manual for Local 
Defense.” Also additional paragraphs from Colonel 
Bargar's “Law and Customs of Riot Duty,” and from 
one or two other books. As the writers quoted mutually 

i » more or less radically, as to the best ways of 
handling riots, and as their paragraphs have been shuf- 
fled without much regard to continuity, it follows that 
although W.D. 882 may contain many useful sugges- 
tions, it leaves its readers largely in the dark as to the 
fundamentals of riot service. 

Riot duty and kindred services growing out of floods, 
fires and other disasters have called upon troops of both 
the Army and the National Guard far more frequently 
than service against an organized enemy, and will con- 
tinue to do so in the future. It is worse than useis to 
dodge the problem. As Colonel Ardrews points out, “riot 
duty will furnish unusual opporfunity for military train- 
ing of the highest order.” 

The underlying question, clearly brought out im the 
recent Boston disturbances, is half political and half 
tactical: at what stage in the proceedings should treops 
first be used? The whole program of the Stockton- 
Dickinson manual just referred to is based on the theory, 
summed up in the introduction by Brig. Gen. E. A. 
Wedgwood, formerly A.G. of the state of Utah, that 
troops “should not be called out until such time as, in 
the opinion of the governor, it is necessary and proper to 
declare martial law. . Any military organiza- 
tion on duty implies the use of force to the point of 
death if necessary, and it should never be brought upon 
the scene until the necessity to use that force is immi- 
nent.” 

This, of course, greatly simplifies matters for the 
military authorities, but meanwhile, as actually hap- 
pened in Boston, all kinds of presumably avoidable vio- 
TIence may have resulted, and the troops may find them- 
selves confronting a situation involving the less of many 
lives. Whereas, if they had only been on the scene a 
day or a few hours earlier, order could easily have been 
restored without bloodshed. Nothing grows more rapidiy, 
or more unreasonably, than mob violenee. A disorderly 
but relatively harmless crowd in its initial stages can be 
dispersed without difficulty by a couple of squads of 
treops; the same crowd, left free for an hour or two to 
make trouble, may reach a stage of lawlessness requir- 
ing bayonets, rifle fire or machine guns te control it. 

Military men have almost always objected to the per- 
formance of ordinary police duty, but, none the less, the 
work has had to be done, in the interests of publie wel- 
fare. It seems at least an open question whether, in the 
public interest, it is not at times necessary and desirable 
to use troops for police duty in advance of and to fore- 
stall threatened disorder. The whole subject of riot 
duty needs more discussion, and more authoritative ex- 

ions of opinion. Any officer may suddenly find 
himself, virtually without guidance, in a situation in- 
volving considerable danger to his men and an immense 
responsibility to the public, only to realize that the 
tactics he is called upon to employ are determined by 
eonditions he does not clearly understand. Is his duty to 
prevent violence by forestalling it, or to await its actual 
and severe outbreak and then crush it? Obviously, his 
tactical dispositions in the one case will be radically dif- 
ferent from those obtaining in the other. 

The two questions: when sheuld troops first be used 
im civil disorders? and by what tactical means should 
they carry ‘out their mission? form the basis of a prob- 
lem which appears sufficiently important so that this 
letter is written in the hope that some of your readers 
may suggest answers, based on their experience and ob- 
servation. If such a discussion can lead the way to- 
ward the preparation by the War Department of a 
really adequate manual of military proteetion and riot 
duty to replace the heterogencous Document No. 882, it 
will certainly have proved itself worth while.

Way back somewhere I was told that nothing 
was ever permitted to be said against a man’s record 
without his being informed thereof and being given the 
opportunity to explain or answer it; but of course times 
have changed. If they keep on changing in the same 
direction and this wonderful system is made a thing for 
all time in goes my resignation. I am through. I saw 
the results less than a year ago and I will take my 
chances in a competitive examination with any selective 
appointee any day that I am given the opportunity. 

But that is not the theory of promotion by selection. 
It mever gives you the chance to show what you can do, 
It simply, by some divine method that has never clearly 
been explained, opines that so and so ig the best man 
and. every time the best man knows that he is. He 
does not think it; he knows it. The other man never 
gets a look in and, what is more, he does not go around 
telling that he is the best man. He is the man who 
does his work and right there it ends, but when he sees 
too much of the other variety he sends in his resignation 
and the Army loses. Promotion by selection as it was 


conducted in the emergency Army would not stand the

qualification cards? How many men who were promoted 
ean take an oath that they have never secn their cards? 
Wo ul, wonderful systém. I have lived with it, and 
I lived im the Army before it came along, and I have 
seen the difference. 

INFANTRY RESERVE CORPS. 
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ARMY COURTS: A VIEW FROM EXPERIENCE. 
To THe Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I served over forty years, with every arm of the Ser- 
vice, and in every part of the United States, as also in 
Cuba, Porto Rieo and the Philippines. In the course 
of that considerable period I was detailed on innumer- 
able courts, both as member and judge advocate, and at 
times as counsel for the accused. I do not recall a sin- 
gle serious miscarriage of justice and it is my sincere 
convietion that no more intelligent and impartial tri- 
bunal has ever existed than the average general court- 
martial. I served the prescribed four years as depart- 
ment judge advocate. During that time many thousand 
cases passed through my hands, still further confirming 
my estimate of the high character of our military: juris- 
prudential system. Of course, I am speaking of the 
“old Army.” I know nothing of the alleged abuses 
which have been so acrimoniously debated during the 
recent war with Germany. I can well imagine how in- 
experienced officers, suddenly clothed with rank and 
authority and with exaggerated ideas of their own im- 
portance, might make themselves both obnoxious and 
ridiculous. Military law depends for its interpretation 
and application so largely upon customs and usages of 
the Service rather than upon the letter of the text- 
book and staivte. 

4s te criticisms of class distinction existing between 
officers and men as a cause for difficulty in the courts- 
martial system, the class distinctions which exist in 
the Army and Navy exist, as everybody knows, every- 
where else. In the factory, in transportation lines, 
in banks and other great corporations, in schools and col- 
leges, in courts, everywhere, in short, where there.is sys- 
tem and responsibility, and the necessary exercise of au- 
thority. In the military establishment the different places 
are indicated by uniform and insignia, but their inherent 
authorty is no more pronounced than is that of the cap- 
taim of an ocean liner or the president of a well organ- 
ized commercial concern. The “relation of social su- 
perior and social inferior” is not peculiar to any pro- 
fession or business in life. It exists everywhere—al- 
ways has and always will—and cannot be eliminated by 
legislation. It rests with the man—not with the Con- 
gress. When a man signs articles and ships as an ordi- 
hary seaman he is not invited to sit at the captain’s 
table nor share his spacious cabin. (If he were the ship 
would not long be a safe place to travel in.) But if he 
is capable and studious he may some day enjoy that dis- 
timetion and may even beeome a ship’s master himself. 
It is exactly so in the Army and Navy. The social dis- 
tinetions are not artificial but natural; they are not 
feudal but most extremely modern. And I am persuaded 
that there never has existed a community where such 
kindly feeling existed among all classes as that which 
prevailed in the old Army garrison. 

Many years ago, when I was a lieutenant, being am- 
bitious to secure a detail in the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Department, I read law and was admitted to the 
bar. But I am satisfied that sach an extended course 
is not mecessary for the average lime officer. What he 
most needs is military education, including a knowl- 
edge of the Articles of War, Regulations and the cus- 
toms and usages of the Service. -When he has received 
enough military training to have actually become a sol- 
dier himself he can safely be trusted to sit in judgment 
on his fellow soldiers—regardless of their rank. But 
as Napier wrote at the conclusion of his great history, 
“Military virtue is. pot the growth of a day.” A sol- 
a em be made by merely placing a sword in his

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AWARD OF STARS AND VICTORY RIBBON. 


To THE Eprtor OF THE ARMY AND NaVy JOURNAL: 

Many officers are to-day not wearing the Victory rib- 
bon, and yet are sporting two, three and sometimes four 
gold service chevrons for service abroad during this war. 
They are not entitled under existing regulations to wear 
on the Victory ribbon either brenze or silver stars, al- 
though they are:entitled to clasp (not battle clasp), and 
in many instances have been cited for their meritorious 
work in the ficld. The wearing of a Victory ribbon for 
such officers is a farce, in view of the fact that this rib- 
bon may be and is being worn by officers and men whe 
never left the United States. 

We have instances of officers and men who have been 
recommended for the Distinguished Service Medal by the 
commanding generals of their sections, or by the general 
officer commanding their service at headquarters of the 
Service of Supply, and in some cases by both. But 
recommendations on being forwarded to G.H.Q. at Chau- 
mont were acted on by a board of officers who did not 
know the persons recommended nor the circumstances, 
and did not approve of the award. In some instances 
these officers were given a citation, and in others their 
services were not recognized in any way, shape or man- 
ner. It is a reflection on our Service that officers can 
be recommended for meritorious service by the general 
officers who have personal cognizance of their work and 
yet are not entitled to anything on their Victory ribbon. 
Even those that did receive the citation have nothing to 
show for it beyond the mere citation itself; not even 
recorded in the Army list. As a result the citation is 
about as worthless a piece of paper as can possibly be 
imagined. 

For those who served abroad it is mere justice that 
they be entitled to wear on their Victory ribbon some- 
thing to indicate this service; especially for citations 
for “exceptionally meritorious services.” Therefore, it 
is suggested that in lien of the star, either bronze or 
silver, a circle of like size, either bronze or silver, be 
adopted for issue to those who are entitled to a clasp ° 
or have received a citation and who, under existing reg- 
ulations, are not permitted to wear either the bronze or 
the silver star. There is a great feeling of discontent 
that the work of the officers and men in the Services of 
Supply in France or other countries should go abso- 
lutely unrecognized on the Victory ribbons. It is thought 
that this would to a great extent be offset by the issue 
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THE FORMER NON-COM. OFFICERS.

All the old-time non-commissioned officers admire 
the stand you bave taken in their behalf pertaining to 
Gongress passing some legislation towards serving to 
keep them from reverting back to their pre-war status. 
I am only one of five thousand of the old Regular Army 
non-commissioned officers given a temporary commission 
during the war. I remember asking my company com- 
mander, a Regular Army officer, what‘ in his opinion 
would bappen to me when my temporary commission 
was terminated. He replied : “You have no cause to 
worry; you will never be called upou to revert back to 
your non-commissioned pre-war status.” This was at 
the time of acceptance of my commission and was the 
consensus of opinion of all Regular Army officers at that 
time. But now we are looking squarely in the face the 
old pre-war grade; we have nothing better assured us. 
I have twenty years’ service in the Army, and the ques- 
tion arises, Can I afford to quit? I have given my young 
life te the Service, and to have to get out in civil life 
at my age and start all over again seems like adding 
insult to injury. 

I don’t think it fair to compel the old non-commis- 
sioned officer to re-enlist in his old grade. Since the war 
started I have known any number of men to advance 
above the grade which I held prior to the war. I was a 
sergeant, first class, Signal Corps, and several of my 
comrades would now rank me, having been appointed 
master signal electricians with permanent warrants. 
Where do I get off at that game? Also I have married 
since I was commissioned. I was assured of something 
better than my pre-war grade and took the chance. Now 
what kind of a story can I tell my wife of my demotion, 
which is surely coming unless some speedy action by 
Congress saves me at the last hour? I feel, like the 
thousands, of other old non-commissioned officers, that I 
have made good as an officer, and to demote me at this 
time will be disastrous to me and my family. We de- 
mand that either the retirement bill or the warrant 
officer bill be passed in our behalf. . Anything less weuld 
be an injustice.

WILL CONGRESS RECOGNIZE THEIR SERVICES? 


To THE Eptror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In the minds of temporary officers coming from the 
non-commissioned officers of the Regular Army there 
ean be but one question: Will Congress recognize their 
services to the country in time of great need by making 
provision for the betterment of their situation? If 
nothing is to be done then the question arises: Can 
these men under circumstances so changed afford te ac- 
cept what the law now provides for them—can they 
afford to return to their former status? ‘The answer to 
this can. only be in the negative, for in a very great 
majority of cases these officers are married and haye 
families whom they cannet support on the pay and allow- 
ances of their former positions. 

These officers, as a whole, desire to remain in tHe 
Service in some capacity or other, many having seen 
service for fifteen, twenty and even twenty-five years 
and have gone through more than one campaign. Is the 
Service not losing of its best when these men must go? 
That ts just what must happen if provision is net made 
by Congress that will give the ex-non-commissioned offi- 
cers an alternative consideration. They must leave the 
Service they bave devoted years to—the best of their 
lives—and tackle a new venture. Is it right that these 
devoted servants of a great nation should be so placed? 

We have read with interest and appreciation the sey- 
eral bills formulated by thoughtful legislators and we 
now ean but hope that Congress will not allow these 
matters to go unheeded. Whatever is to be done in the 
matter should be done without delay, for the time is 
here when the temporary officer coming from the ranks 
of the “old Army” must make his choice.

WARRANT GRADE FOR OLD N.C.O.’S. 


To THE EpitoR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

For the old N.C.O’s. who were discharged to accept a 
temporary commission, it seems to me the best thing for 
the Government, and the men in this class, would be to 
create the position of warrant @Mcer in the Regular 
Army, and to appoint all who have served honestly and 
faithfully as commissioned officers. The pay to be $125 
per month, quarters, heat, light the same as second 
lieutenant; and ten per cent. for each five years’ service 
up to and including twenty years’ service. 

These men could be used as instructors with the Na- 
tional Guard, colleges and training camps. To be placed 
on the retired list after twenty years’ service, and to 
report for duty at training camps three months each 
year for the next five ycars. 

OLD Non-Com, 
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PAY, PRECEDENCE, ENLISTED PERSONNEL 
To THE EprTor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

Why is it that a regimental sergeant major ranks 4 
sergeant, senior grade, when the latter is appointed by 
a War Department order and receives $81 a month, and 


a Tegimental sergeant major is appointed by a regimens 
tal order only and receives $51 per month? Why is it 
that sergeant major, squadron or battalion, ranks a first 
sergeant when a sergeant major, junior grade, receives 
only $41 per month, and a first sergeant receives $51 
per month? If a man is entitled to more money for 
what he does, he certainly is entitled to rank aecord 
ingly. It certainly would look amusing if a major, who 
commands a battalion, received more pay than a colonel, 
who commands a regiment. If these conditions de not 
exist in the commissioned personnel, why in the en 
listed personnel? 

A corporal who was @ company clerk under a first 
sergeant for about fifteen months was suddenly trans 
ferred to headquarters as battalion sergeant major. 
Whereupon the brand new sergeant major exercised his 
eligibility to command by informing the first sergeant 
that—“I will give the orders and you take them.” Fair 
enough; no argument there, as it says so in the book. 
But here’s where the shoe pinches: the sergeant major 
had fifteen months’ service, and the first sergeant had 
eighteen years’ service. Which is more eligible to ex 


ercise command? 
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HIGHER PAY AND MORE LIEUTENANTS. 


To THE EpiTor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It is quite possible that it will be months before a 
law is finally enacted reorganizing the Regular Army. 
In the meantime conditions are rapidly growing worse. 
As suggested remedies which will in no way interfere 
with future legislation and will immediately put the 
Army on its feet: 

1. A Complete new pay schedule. 2, Commission 
20,000 permanent second lieutenants, giving each a num: 
ber, taking into consideration age, efficiency and length 
of service. 

The first will answer many questions and kill numer- 
ous suggested bills for retirement, promotions, ete. 
private at $30 has more money now than he ever had. 
The things that have advanced most in price are fur- 
nished him: food, clothes, medicines, etc., and practi- 
cally all of his $30 is velvet. When a man enlists he 
does not look at the pay of a private, but looks to see 
what he can climb to. There is, at present, too little 
difference between the pay of a private and a non-com- 
missioned officer. In some cases privates draw more 
pay than non-commissioned officers) The corporal needs 
no increase, he is merely a try-out, and if he does not 
make good should be reduced, not jumped. If he does 
make good, he should be promoted to sergeant in his 
turn, and should be given pay which would enable him 
to support a wife. A good first sergeant is. the best 
man,in the company and is immediately available as a 
captain in time of war. His pay should be considerably 
more than a sergeant’s. A battalion sergeant major 
should draw still more so that first sergeants would ac- 
cept this promotion. The regimental sergeant major 
should draw the most pay of any non-commissioned 
officer in the regiment. He is the model for every en- 
listed man, : 

Our non-commissioned officers who have been serving 
as officers should not be retired, as we would lose the 
services of active, trained soldiers and be paying them 
in retirement. Commission all we possibly can, regard- 
less of age. Return the others to their former grade 
with sufficient pay to support their families. The com- 
missioning of these men would give us immediately an 
officer force equipped for war or peace; their retirement 
from time to time would establish a healthy flow of pro- 
motion and not leave such a large gap perhaps at a 
critical time as the commissioning of a large number of 
the same age would. The war has shown these men to 
be very valuable as officers even after retirement. A 

As to commissioned officers, they must buy everything 
from their pay: food, clothing, equipment, books, etc. 
An officer and a gentleman is expected to live as such. 
All that is asked or expected is a pay schedule that will 
permit him to do so. Otherwise, there is danger of our 
Army’ being officered not by soldiers but by persons 
with sufficient outside income. 

As to commissioning 20,000 second lieutenants—we 
need them. The first step toward training is to have 
sufficient trainers. Before the war the average was one 
and a fraction officers to a company. There should have 
been three, but the others were detailed to colleges, Mili- 
tia recruiting staff, etc., in accordance with existing 
law, and still details were not all filled. If _new 
branches are added to the Regular Army the original 
vacancies should be filled by promotion by seniority of 
Regular Army officers. Commence at the top of the 
list and dispose of every officer as we go down, either 
by promotion, promotion and retirement, retirement, 
hold for a year, retirement on percentage of pay, dis- 
charge or dismissal. After all vacancies are filled and 
promotions made, then commence on the second lieuten- 
ants who have already been given a number and pro- 
mote and again fill in from the bottom. ; 

Considering the best interests of the Service, when 
the question arises as to the appointment of a colonel 
in the Tank Corps, for example, is it not a fact that a 
lieutenant colonel of the line, with thirty years’ experi- 
ence in peace and war, would be a more valuable man 
to command a tank unit than a civilian whose only 
qualifications are that he is a very fine gentleman and 
ean drive a “flivver?” The one is trained; the other is 
not and never will be when starting with such high 
rank. A commission as second lieutenant in the Regu- 
lar Army is something to work for and something to be 
proud of when earned. The second lieutenant makes 
this his life profession. He is not a specialist, but an 
all-round soldier and man at arms. He has a’ right to 
look forward to promotion and will guird most zeal- 


ously the interests of his profession.

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AN OFFICER’S EXPENDITURES. 
To THe Epitor of THE ARMY AND NAvy JouRNAL: 

I note with a great deal of interest your commendable 
efforts to secure an increase in pay for the officers of 
the Army. Perhaps a short recital of my particular 
case, which is doubtless the condition of .many others, 
may be of assistance. As I am one of the temporary 
officers who will receive discharge within a few weeks, 
my only object is to help those who are to remain in 
the Service, as they are powerless to help themselves. 

I was commissioned a second lieutenant in August, 
1917, which grade I held for one year before being pro- 
moted. My salary was $141.67, from which was de- 
ducted $7.50 insurance and $5 for a second Liberty bond 
leaving a balance of $129.37 for living expenses of self, 
wife and child. Bear in mind this was without commu- 
tation of quarters until‘April 16, 1918 (eight months). 
House rent for a three-room furnished flat was $75, and 
I was glad to secure same for that price. My meals at 
the officers’ mess in camp amounted to $30, which left 
$24.87 for all additional expenses. As a consequence, 
during my first year in the Serviac, I was forced to bor- 
row $800 from my bank to maintain my family in even 
a limited fashion. All new officers entering the Ser- 
vice at this time were compelled to buy uniforms at 
greatly increased prices, overcoats alone — $60. 

During this first year in the Army my stations were 
Camp Lee, Va., Camp Johnston, Fla., and Camp Wads- 
worth, 8.C., and on each occasion of a change in sta- 
tion I had the additional expense of moving my f, 
Some may remark that it was not necessary for my fam- 
ily to accompany me to each camp, and that they might 
have been maintained at a greatly reduced cost by re 
maining in one place. This is quite true, but what wife 
(with no other home to which she might go) d ex- 
pecting her husband to be ordered overseas would be 
ag ig away = him? v ont th 

n was promoted to first lieutenan 
aid this increase, "with the additional commutation o 
quarters and very strict economy, enabled me to begin 





to gurtail my indebtedness to my bank. . Very shortly 
afterward I was ordered overseas, remaining in the A. 
E.F¥. fora period of seven-months. During this time I 
made an allotment to my wife of $150, my insurance was 
$7.30, which left me approximately $85 for my personal 
needs. Out of this $ my wife continued to curtail 
my notes at the bank, and since my return I have con- 
tinued to do so. The result is that when I am dis- 
charged next month, after serving twenty-eight months 
in the Army, I leave the Service still owing my bank 
$325, which indebtedness was caused directly by my en- 
try in the Army. I was two years over the draft age at 
the beginning of the war and could have claimed exemp- 
tion because of dependents should this have been neces- 
sary, so my service was certainly for patriotic reasons. 
Does our Congress consider that I have received just 
compensation for my efforts? 

There are also many expenses borne by our officers of 
which the public is unaware. As an example, I was 
acting transport quartermaster on my return trip from 
France. As a result I was held in Hoboken for a period 
of fifteen days in order to check up my stores and ac- 
counts. I was on my own expense at a New York hotel. 
My wife had met me on arrival, but I was forced te 
send her home after a four-day stay on account of the 
expense which I did not consider that I could afford. 

Let us hope that at an early date our law-makers will 
realize the absolute rw: of increasing our officers’ 
pay if the high standard of the Service is to be main- 
tained. 

LIEUTENANT, Q.M.C. 
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MR. KAHN ON UNIVERSAL TRAINING. 


Chairman Julius Kahn, of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, has questioned the Army officers who 
have appeared before his committee to testify as to 
the proper military policy for the United States 
and states that all officers he has questioned have 
favored universal training. He has also made it a point 
to ask these officers whether in their opinion the adop- 
tion of such a plan would tend to “Prussianize” the 
eountry, To this question the answer has invariably 
been in the negative. To the question as to whether 
universal military training would tend to create a mili- 
taristic spirit in the United States all officers also re- 
plied in the negative. On Sept. 29 Mr. Kahn issued a 
statement regarding his views on unversal training, 
which reads: 

“We hear a great deal of argument pro and con these 
days on the subject of universal training in this coun- 
try. I have seen statements in the newspapers to the 
effect that those who advecate such a system are in favor 
of ‘Prussianizing’ the United States of America. ‘There 
is not a particle of foundation for such a statement. The 
Prussian. system contemplated the induction of the 
youths of Germany into the German army at the age of 
eighteen. At first they were compelled to serve for three 
years uninterruptedly in the military forces of the Ger- 
man Empire. During this period of course they under- 
went military training. But long after they had learned 
the rudiments of the training required to make a soldier 
they were compelled to remain in the Army for the full 
period of two or three years. After that continuous ser- 
vice they were subject to ealls for maneuvers for a fur- 
ther period of years. 

“The American system proposed at the present time 
is more like the system prevailing in Switzerland and 
Australia. The Swiss system covers a period of about 
six months spread over a sefies of eight years. Switzer- 
land is a small country. A young- man can travel its 
entire length in a few hours. Conditions in this country, 
where the distances are great, require that the training 
period be continuous. In other words, if this country 
decides on a three or six months’ period the young man 
will be trained entirely within that length of time anf 
within the year in which he is called for training. Dur- 
ing the period he is training he will never be asked to 
join the Army unless, unfortunately, we should become 
involved in war. His service will be required only for 
training purposes under the usual peace-time conditions 
that exist in the Unted States. 


Does Not Encourage Militarism. 


“It is not the intention of those who favor the system 
that any youth during peace times shall be inducted into 
the Army of the United States at any time during his 
training period or ever thereafter. Service in the U.S. 
Army in peace times is to continue as it always has been 
—on a voluntary enlistment basis. 

“Many opponents of universal training insist that the 
system will make for militarism. We have just trained 

,000,000 young men who came to the colors during the 

war. Most of them are now back in private life. Ask 
any of them whether they have been converted to mili- 
tarism. Their answer invariably will be ‘No.’ But the 
overwhelming majority of them will tell you that the 
training served to build them up physically. They will 
tell you that they gained weight and that they never 
felt stronger in their lives. 

“TI believe that the system of universal training will 
give us a much mote patriotic, a much more efficient 
citizenship. If anything I believe that such training 
will crush any desire for militarism in this country. I 
believe it will make for a sturdier manhood of the coun- 
try, that it will give us a much more virile and rugged 
population. It will make our young men alert, active 
and efficient. It will teach initiative, respect for law 
and order and regard for constituted authority. It will 
prove, in my opinion, the cheapest insurance against 
war. if-our citizens have this training no nation and 
no combination of nations will want to try conclusions 
with us. I have constantly asserted that no nation is 
the sole arbiter of its own destiny. I agree with those 
who proclaim that the hope and the aim of Americans is 
universal peace. We may not desire war at any time. 
But if some nation or combination of nations should de- 
sire to attack us for any reason whatosever, that desire 
igs much more likely to be carried into effect if we are 
unprepared as a nation. 

“Universal training will tend still further to democ- 
ratize our country. As I said in advocacy of the Selec- 
tive Service Law, the rich man’s son and the poor man’s 
son will meet on an entire equality in the training can- 
tonments. They will learn to respect each other’s views. 
Their friendly intercourse will tend to break down un- 
American ial barriers of class or caste. And th 
too, it will have a great effect in the nationalization o 
our citizens. The man from the east, the man from the 
west, the man from the north, the man from the south, 
will become acquainted with his fellow-citizens from the 
other parts of the Union. They will learn to know and 
to admire that which is good, commendable and

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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


Farrow’s Manual of Military Training, by Edward 8. 
Farrow (Scientific American Publishing Co.: New 
York). In the preparation of his book Lieutenant Far- 
row, who was formerly assistant instructor of tactics 
at the U.S. Military Academy and is the author of sev- 
eral works on military subjects, has closely keyed it to 
the latest developments in the science of war and has 
treated in detail matters of military: information of 
value to the personnel of the American Army, Mili- 
tary training, general and tactical organization of the 
land forces, marches and march discipline, ceremonies 
and courtesies, interior guard duty and military police, 
the service of the interior and theater of operations, 
field maneuvers, basic principles of combat tactics, gun- 
nery and explosives, Army signaling and radio-telegra- 
phy, transports and convoys by land and water, map 
reading and military sketching, land warfare and treat- 
ment of military enemy property, military gymnastics, 
personal hygiene and military surgical treatment, the 
Army ration and the feeding of armies, riots and riot 
duty, and liaison and trench warfare are among the 
subjects treated. -Unavoidably, some of the data pre- 
sented is contained in publications issued by the War 
Department, but much more will not be found in any 
Government publication. Many illustrations aid in con- 
veying the meaning of some of the reading matter. The 
manual, which is contained in a flexible binding, is a 
very handy volume of reference. 

Aircraft, by Evan. John David (Charles Scribner’s 
Sons: New York). The author, who is the editor of a 
publication devoted to the interests of aeronautics and 
a specialist in the development of aircraft, relates in a 
non-technical way the development of aircraft from its 
earliest stages to the completion of the successful trans- 
Atlantic flight in May, 1919, by officers of the United 
States Navy. The fundamental principles of aeronau- 
tics are explained. Emphasis is pla upon the com- 
mercial accomplishments, present and expected, of the 
airplane and the dirigible, while the uses of aircraft in 
warfare are also pointed out. . 

“The Land of Fair Play,” by Geoffrey Parsons 
(Charles Scribner’s Sons: New York). -The Jand, of 
course, is this land of ours, and with a delightful sim- 
plicity and in novel fashion that will appeal to every 
boy and girl the author makes clear how America is 
governed. The elements of civicg are presented with 
nane of the formalities of a text-book, using the method 
of analogy drawn from the playground, with which every 
youngster has an interested familiarity, and showing 
that the spirit of fair play that is the ideal of every boy 
and girl is in principle identical with the underlymg 
spirit of our democracy. With a most thorough grasp of 
his subject Mr. Parsons presents the basic ideas that 
are at the foundation of our liberties, going on to a very 
complete exposition of the whole system of government 
in this country, the duties of its elected officers, powers 
of Congress, of the courts, of state and federal govern- 
ment. The true inspiration of the volume lies in its 
authdr’s most evident patriotism and firm belief in the 
righteousness of the principles of our democracy, made 
clear in all he says. The war, as he says in his preface, 
has changed our attitude toward our nation. “We saw 
suddenly that America was not just a convenient ser- 
vant to fetch our mails and police our streets, but the 
sacred giver of everything we held dear—home, family, 
friends, the right to work, to play, to be happy, to live; 
and that as our protector, our great mother, we owed 
a our uttermost love and service, if be, our 

ves.” 

The New Map of Asia, by Herbert Adams Gibbons 
(The Century Co.: New York). This is a discussion 
of the working ott of the European eminent domain in 
the continent of Asia during the period of fifteen years 
before the Great War and during the five years of the 
war itself. The book is brought up to the Treaty of 
Versailles and discusses the attitude of the Peace Con- 
ference towards Asiatic subject races. It contains a 
number of maps. 

Unconducted Wanderers,. by Rosita Forbes (John 
Lane Co.: New York). Two young Englishwomen, 
worn out with war work, journey from London to the 
United States, thence to the islands of the Pacific, Aus- 
tralia, Java, China, Korea, Japan and thence home. 
The author describes the personal adventures of herself 
and companion in their visit to these various lands. The

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RECENT DEATHS. : 

Rear Admiral Edwin C. Pendleton; U.S:N., retired, a 
well-known officer of the Navy, died at the U.S. Naval 
Hospital, Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 27, 1919. He was 
born in Virginia May 27, 1847, a son of the late Prof. 
A. G. Pendleton, of the Naval Academy, and was ap- 

- pointed to Annapolis by President Lincoln on Oct. 10, 
1863. He was in active service in 1864 in the Marion 
in pursuit of the Confederate steamships Florida and 
Tallahassee. He was graduated from the Naval Academy 
in 1867, and was assigned to the Minnesota on special 
service. He was promoted ensign in 1868, master in 
1870, lieutenant in 1871, lieutenant commander in 
1889, commander in 1897, captain in 1902, and rear 
admiral in 1907. Rear Admiral Pendleton, among other 
duties, has served in the Onward, of the Pacific Fleet; 
Congress, European “tation; Swatara, Asiatic Station ; 
Atlanta, North Atlantic Station, and in the Portsmouth, 
Wasp and Supply. His last sea service was in com- 
mand of the battleship Missouri in 1907. Rear Admiral 
Pendleton was twice superintendent of the naval gun 
factory in Washington, and was on that duty during the 
war with Spain. He also served in the Hydrographic 
Office and in the Bureau of Ordnance, and his last as- 
signment was as commandant of the navy yard, Phila- 
delphia. 

Brig. Gen. Charles L. Cooper, U.S.A., retired, a vet- 
eran of the Civil, Indian and Spanish-American wars, 
died at his home at Washington, Ohio, Sept. 30, 1919, 
after a lingering illness. General Cooper during Indian 
campaigns was commended .in orders by the then Brig. 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles for skill and eaterprise exhibited 
and valuable services rendered in the capture of the 

jricahua Apache chief Mangus and his entire band of 
hostile Indians in Arizona, Oct. 16, 1886. He was also 
thanked by General Miles for the valuable services he 
rendered in the capture of five Indian murderers near 
San Carlos, Ariz., in September, 1886. General Cooper 
was born in New York, March 5. 1845, and joined Co, 
B, Tist N.Y. State Militia, May 27, 1862, as a private. 
He later served as a private in the 2ist N.Y. State Mili- 
tia and as a lieutenant in the 127th U.S. Colored In- 
fantry. At one time during the Civil War he served on 
the staff of Brig. Gen. William Birney, U.S.V.. in the 24 
Division, 10th Army Corps. General Cooper entered the 
Regular Army as a second lieutenant, 29th Infantry, 
July 28, 1866, and was assigned to the 10th Cavalry in 
1871. He subsequently served in the Sth, 15th, 14th 
and 5th regiments of Cavalry, becoming colonel of the 
latter regiment in January, 1903. He was appointed 
brigadier general Aug. 6, 1903, and was retired the fol- 
lowing day at his own request after over thirty years’ 
service. General Cooper during the Spanish-American 
War participated in the Porto Rican campaign. Col. 
Harry L. Cooper, Inf., U.S.A., on duty at Fort Leaven- 
worth, is his son. 

Col. William R. Livermore, Corps of Engineers, 
U.S.A., retired, one of the most prominent engineer 
officers of the Army, died at Williamsbridge, New York 
eity, Sept. 27, 1919. He was placed on the retired list 
for age Jan. 11, 1907. Colonel Livermore Was born in 
Massachusetts Jan. 11, 1843, was graduated from West 
Point June 23, 1865, and commissioned a first ~lieu- 
tenant in the Corps of- Engineers. His first duty was as 
assistant enginecr in the construction of Fort, Taylor, 
Key West, Fla., where he served from Nov. 27, 1865, 
to June 30, 1866. He next went to Willet’s Point, N.Y., 
for duty, after which he was again at Fort’ Taylor for 
duty in the work of construction there until July, 1 
Among other important duties he was on the Geodetic 
Survey of the Northern Lakes.from Sept. 24, 1869, to 
May 26, 1874. He served as chief engineer of the De- 
partment of Texas; was in charge of the protection of 
the River Bank at Fort Brown; was a member of the 
boundary commission to mark the line between Indian 
Territory and Texas, and was in charge of the improve- 
ment of the Missouri -River from its mouth to Sioux 
City, Iowa. He was in charge of works of defense, har- 
bor and river improvements, surveys, removal of wrecks, 
bridge protection, etc., in Rhode Island and southeastern 
Massachusetts, and was a member of various Engineer 
boards. From April 1, 1887, to Dec. 7, 1891, he was in 
charge of fortifications and river and harbor works in 
southeastern Massachusetts and Rhode Island. He-was 
chief engineer of the Tth Army Corps frgm June 3, 1898, 
to March 10, 1899, and was also military attaché to the 
U.S. Legations at Copenhagen, Denmark and Stockholm, 
Sweden. Colonel Livermore completed the first cable 
between Key West and Havana, after Sir Charles 
Bright, an eminent British engineer, had given up the 
project. His last assignment in engineering duty for 
the Army was in charge of important improvements of 
rivers and channels, etc., in New Jersey and New York, 
in the vicinity of the upper and lower bays of New 
York. Colonel Livermore was the author of a system of 
Infantry tactics and of numerous historical volumes. He 
was a member of the Century Club of this city and of 

the Army and Navy Club of Washington. 

Col. Charles K. Winne, U.S.A., retired, a well-known 
officer of the old Army, died at his home'in Albany, 
N.Y.;. Sept. 24, 1919. - Colonel Winne,- who was de- 
acended from one of the oldest Dutch families of Albany, 
‘was the son of Dr. Charles Winne, a prominent physi- 
cian.” Colonel. Winne was botn in Buffalo June 30, 
1838, attended the Albany ‘Academy, and was graduated 
from Jefferson Medical College in Philadelphia in 1859. 
Be entered the Medical Corps of the Regular Army as 
an assistant surgeon Aug. 5, 1861, and served with Gen- 
eral’ McCicllan’s column in West Virginia.. He joined 





the army of the Potomac in September, 1863, serving 
therein as surgeon-in-chief and subsequently medical in- 
spector of the 5th Corps until the army was disbanded, 
July «1, 1865. ‘He was present at the following engage- 
ments: Rich Mountain, West. Virginia; Rappahannock 
Station and Mine Run; the Wilderness, Spottsylvania, 
North Anna; assault siege of Petersburg; Weldon Rail- 
road, Hutcher’s Run, Quaker Road, White Oak Ridge, 
Five Forks, in the pursuit of Lee and the surrender of 
Appomattox Court House. At the time of his death he 
was one of the five surviving officers who were present 
in the courtyard of the McLean ‘House while the terms 
of surrender were being considered by Generals Grant 
and Lee. He was brevetted captain and major for 
“faithful and meritorious services” during the war, and 
later brevetted lieutenant colonel for meritorious and 
distinguished services’ at Tybee Island, Ga., where 
cholera prevailed. In 1875 Colonel Winne declined a 
commission as. lieutenant colone] on the medical staff. of 
the army of Egypt.. He was ‘retired: for age in 1902. as 
lieutenant colonel and deputy surgeon general, U.S.A. 
He was advanced to colonel on the retired list for Civil 
War service in 1904. He held the Congressional bronze 
medal .for the campaigns of the.Civil. War, was a..mem- 
ber: of the M.0.L.L.U.S., Sons. of the. Revolution, -and 
the Helland Society. ~Colonel.-Winne returned to- Albany 
to live with his ’son in 1904. In-1874 he married‘ Mrs. 
Caroline Blizabeth Frey Giddings, who survives him, 
together with his son, Dr. Charles K. Winne,, jr.,. and * 
three grandehildren, Charles K. Merrill inne, Bliza- 
beth Frey Winne and John Frey Winne. The,remains of 
Colonel Winne: were: buried, with military» honors, in 
the Rural’ Cemetery: 


Lieut. Col. Thomas F. Ryan, U.S.A., retired, on re- 
cruiting duty in Indianapolis, Ind., died suddenly at a 
hotel there on Sept. 29, 1919, of heart disease. Colonel 
Ryan was born in Kansas July 2, 1868, the son of the 
late Capt. Thomas Ryan,. 14lst Pennsylvania Volun- 
teers,- and- former Ambassador to Mexico. He entered 
the Volunteer Service as a captain and commissary of 
subsistence in July, 1898, and was honorably discharged 
in 1901. He-was appointed a’ first lieutenant in the 
Regular Army and was. assigned to the 11th Cavalry 
Feb. .2, 1901. He was retired for disability incident to 
the Service July 28, 1917. 

Comdr George W. Denfeld, U.S:N.; retired, class of 
1877, Naval Academy, died’ Sept. 24, 1919, at Battle 
Creek Senitarium, Battle. Creek,. Mich, . His funeral was 
held at his sister’s home in Westboro, Mass., Sept. 27, 
many of his friends and relatives being present. Méili- 
tary services were held with.the. Rev. Manford H. Shuh, 
of Westboro, officiating. ‘The honorary pall-béarers 
were Rear Admiral Herbert O. Dunn,: U.S.N., an. old 
friend and classmate of the deceased,. now commanding 
the: 1st Naval District; Rear Admiral S..S. Robison, 
U.S.N:, commandant of the Boston Navy Yard; Capt. 
John J. Hyland, U.S.N.; Comdr. George N. Hayward, 
U.S.N.; Comdr. (P.C.) T. A. O’Leary, U.S.N., and 
Lieut. Comdr. (M.C.) J. W. Baker, U.S.N. Commander 
Denfeld had many important ships and stations until 
his retirement in 1905 on account. of ill health. At. the 
time of the Spanish-American War he was attached to 
the U.S.S. Maine and after war was declared saw service 
in the Philippines. During the Great War he came 
back to active duty and, although in poor health. to- 
wards the last, continued his duties as president of. the 
General Court-Martial Board at the navy yard, Boston, 
Mass. All Commander Denfeld’s shore duty prior to 
his retirement was in Washington, where he leaves a 
host of friends. Commander Denfeld was born Aug. 13, 
1856, in Westboro, Mass. He entered the Naval Acad- 
emy in 1873 at the age of seventeen, igtnstns in 
1877. He was appointed ensign jin 1883, lieutenant 
(j.g.) 1889, lieutenant 1895, lieutenant commander 1900 
and commander 1905. He is survived by two sisters 
and four brothers, Charlotte S., of Brooklyn, N.Y.;

Denfeld, U.S.N., 
and Midshipman Frederick Denfeld, U.S.N. By an 
error the name of the late Commander Denfeld has been 
borne on the official Navy Register as “Denfield” since 
1878 to date. 

Lieut. Frederic T. Stetson, U.S.A., retired, who-died 
in New York city, July 9, 1919, fifty, was a gradu- 
ate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1892. As a second lieu- 
tenant, 4th Infantry, he served with regiment in Idaho, 
Washington, at Fort Sheridan, Il., and.as student officer 
at Infantry and Cavalry School at Fort Leavenworth.

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DETAILS TO DUTY AT SERVICE SCHOOLS. 





In connection with the bill H.R. 9569, introduced in 
the House by Mr. Kahn at the request of Secretary of 
War Baker, to allow the War Department, to detail 
Regular Army officers to duty at Service Schools within 
the first two years after the date of their first commis: 
sion, Mr. Baker wrote a letter to the Congress Commit- 


tees on Military Affairs. This same bi'l, as S. 3126, was 
reported favorably in the Senate Oct. 3. The text of the 
bill is given on page 150 under the heading “Bills Before 
Congress.” Mr. Baker’s letter reads: 

“The War Department is contemplating the establish- 
ment of a thorough system of military instruction in the 
Army. It is desired to provide, among other things, that 
all the commissioned officers shall, as soon as practi- 
cable after their entry into the military service, from the 
U.S. Military Academy, from the ranks, or from other 
sources, be required to take the basic course in the spe- 
cial Service Schools of their respective arms or services, 
in order to fit them for the efficient performance of their 
duties in the lowest grade when assigned to duty with 
troops. Experience has shown that this is not only de- 
sirable but highly necessary, if these young officers are 
to be made efficient and prepared for their responsi- 
bilities and duties within any reasonable period of time. 
The accomplishment of this purpose will be prevented, 
as soon as the present emergency shall have passed, by 
that provision of existing law which operates to prevent 
the detachment from his troop, battery or company for 
duty of any kind of any officer below the rank of major, 
unless he shall have been actually present for duty for 
at least two of the preceding six years with a troop, bat- 
tery or company of the branch of the Army in*which he 
is commissioned. It is believed that nothing further is 
required to show that this proposed bill should be speedily 
enacted into law, and it is hoped ‘that it will meet with 
the early and favorable consideration of your com- 
mittee.” 

Under the authority of emergency legislation the plan 
outlined by Secretary Baker has been followed since the 
signing of the armistice, and to a limited degree during 
the period of hostilities. The officers who completed a 
post-graduate year at the Military Academy in June, 
comprising the original class of 1921, have received their 
orders to proceed to the various Service Schools for in- 
struction as contemplated by the suggested plan. As 
the Secretary points out in his communication the War 
Department will have no authority to furnish this in- 
struction to the young officers after the end of the emer- 
gency unless the legislation suggested is adopted by 
Congress.

INDIVIDUAL EQUIPMENT OF ARMY READJUSTED. 
Paragraph 681 (p), Army Regulations, was on Oct. 1 
ordered rescinded by the War Department, and it was 
directed that Paragraph 3 (j), Circular 131, War Dept., 
1918, be amended to read as follows: (j) The present 
system of memorandum receipts will be discontinued; in 
its place each Army unit, whether it be company, regi- 
ment, camp, station, depot, or other unit of the War De- 
partment, shall keep a property loan record on which 
shall be listed all property in the hands of the unit, with 
the exception of expendable items; and with further ex- 





. ception of equipment of enlisted men, not expendable, 


shown in equipments “A and B,” Table I, and the fol- 
lowing articles in Table II., Tables of Basic Allowances 
(see Paragraph 2, Circular 377, War Dept., 1919): 
Meat can, knife, fork, spoon, cup, canteen, cover, condi- 
ment can, haversack, pack carrier, pistol belt, cartridge 
belt. Unit commanders desiring property other than the 
above on Joan shall requisition for the same on P. and S. 
Form 160. Requisition shall be handled by supply offi- 
cers the same as in Paragraph (b). This property loan 
record shall accompany the unit if it is moved, and 
upon demand of the auditor the property officer of the 
unit must-be prepared to show either the property en- 
tered on his property loan record, a signature of the en- 
listed man on duty with the organization to whom issued, 
a signed aye showing that it has been turned into 
some supply officer, or a survey receipt showing that he 
has been authorized to drop it. Articles of Equipment, 
Equipment “A and B,” Tables of Basic Allowances, and 
of certain articles of Table II., when issued to enlisted 
men, shall be entered on Form 637, A.G.O., and dropped 
from all other property papers. Commanding officers 
are authorized to retain sufficient equipment for the au- 
thorized strength of the organization, except ecuipment 
“A and B,” of articles listed in Table I. and «* certain 
articles of Table II. 





SpecraAL Reports ON ARMY EDUCATION WORK. 

Blank forms for special reports on education and voca- 
tional training at posts and camps to show conditions 
existing on Oct. 31 are being sent out ‘from the War 
Department to the entire Service. These reports are to 
be filled in by post commanders and will be sent in 
through ee | channels immediately “after Oct. 31. 
In addition, each department commander and eaclt chief 
of Service will on Nov. 10 submit a report giving his 
general ideas on the subject of education and vocational 
training in the Army within his particular department 
or service, setting forth any special advantages or dis- 
advantages possessed by various posts or camps under 
his control, with special reference to the facilities for 
training in particular classes or subjects. In this con- 
nection it is desired by the War Department to learn 
what posts are particularly well adapted to training in 
special subjects, such ds agriculture, machine shop work, 
etc. These reports, it is believed, will be of material as- 
sistance in rounding out a comprehensive program of 
education and ‘vocational training under the direction 
of the War Plans Division of the General Staff.

CHANGE IN COMMUTATION OF RATIONS. 

To meet the conditions surrounding enlisted men on 
duty with the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, a change 
in Paragraph 1223, Army Regslations, as amended by 
changes No. 75, has been ordered by the War Depart- 
ment, as follows: Under condition 8, change amount in 
column headed “E.M. and Nurses” to read $1.60, and 
add the appended, paragraph: 1226%.

CourTs-MakTIAL JURISDICTION IN CASES OF DESERTION. 

In reply to a question from Major Gen. Leonard Wood, 
U.S.A., commanding the Central Department, asking as 
to “Whether inferior courts-martial have jurisdiction in 
cases of desertion occurring since June 28, 1919,” Brig. 
Gen. E. A. Kreger, J.A., assistant to the Judge Advo- 
cate General of the Army, recently replied in an opinion 
approved by the Secretary of War as follows: “As the 
United States is still technically in a state of war, de- 
sertion at any time during the continuance of that status 
is desertion in time of war, which by the 58th Article of 
War is made a capital offense, over which neither spe- 
cial nor summary courts-martial have jurisdiction (Arti- 
cles of War 13 and 14). The question propounded is 
therefore answered in the negative.”

.Proper Wearing of Army Uniforms. 

Major Gen. Charles G. Morton, U.S;A., commanding 
the’ Hawaiian Department, in order to have his command 
properly uniformed as prescribed by regulations and 
specifications published by the War Department, has 
revoked all the uniform regulations of whatever nature 
heretofore issued from Hawaiian Department headquar- 
ters and has issued new and complete instructions gov- 
erning all the details of uniforms, including the wear- 
ing of decorations. The requirements are such that no 
officer or enlisted man has any excuse for appearing in 
public improperly uniformed. ‘The order in question is 
No. 33, dated Honolulu, Sept. 5, 1919. Another com- 
mendable order issued by General Motron is No. 34, 
dated Sept. 6, 1919, prescribing a system of educational 
and vocational training, the attendance at which is vol- 
utnary. Col. William R. Dashiell, Inf., will, in addi- 
tion to his other duties, act as director of schools, and 
no enlisted man detailed for a course in any vocational 
training school will be permitted or required to perform 
any duty not connected with said course. 


Resignation Because of Low Pay. 

In forwarding to The Adjutant General of the Army 
the resignation of Lieut. Col. W. W. Rose, C.A., U.S.A., 
who ‘is on duty at Boston, and who graduated from the 
U.S. Military Academy in June, 1901, Major Gen. Clar- 
ence R. Edwards, in command of the Northeastern De- 
partment, in his endorsement stated that because of the 
Army pay standards “a man who accepts a commission 
to-day is taking a vow of poverty,” according to a press 
dispatch from Boston. He added that under existing 
conditions of pay an officer’s family. “will have. to. grow 
up with less comfort than the average laborer’s wife 
and children,” and declared that “something has got to 
be‘ done’ quickly ‘because in ‘this reorganization officers 
like Colonel Rose are essential.” In his letter accom- 





‘ panying ‘his resignation Colonel Rose’ said: “The pres- 


ent pay or any increase contemplated will no-longer 
permit the standard of living formerly obtaining in the 
Service.” He expects to go into business. 


Fraternizing No Longer Prohibited. 

Major Gen. Henry T.-Allen, U.S.A., commanding the 
American Forces in Germany, with headquarters at 
Coblenz, in an order issued on Sept. 27 revoked the 
order issued by Major Gen. J. T. Dickman, U.S.A., in 
December, 1918, prohibiting American officers and en- 
listed men’ fraternizing with Germans, according to a 
press dispatch from Coblenz. The fraternization order 
was issued soon after the American forces reached the 
Rhine. The British and French commanders are said 
to have lifted their ban on fraternization several months 
ago. The new order in no way affects the order for- 
bidding American soldiers from marrying German 
women. 

Marshal Joffre Visits Coblenz. 

Marshal Joffre, of the French army, visited Coblenz. 
Germany, on board a German steamship on Sept. 27 
and ‘took luncheon with Major Gen. Henry T. Allen, U. 
S.A., commander of the American Forces in Germany, 
according to a press message from that city. Later the 
distinguished French soldier, accompanied by. General 
Allen and his staff, inspected Fort Ehrenbreitstein. This 
was the first visit Marshal Joffre has made to Coblenz 
sinec the American occupation. 

History of Coast Artillery R.O.T.C. 

A brief history of the first Coast Artillery R.O.T.C. 
camp, which was held at Fort Monroe, Va., from June 
28, 1919, to Aug.*9, 1919, has been issued by the Coast 
Artillery. Training Center Press, Fort Monroe. It tells 
in an interesting way of the happenings of the camp, 
which was the first Coast Artillery camp of the kind to 
be established, units of the branch of the Service being 
new in the colleges. For various reasons the camp was 
limited to R.O.T.C. men from the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, Vanderbilt University, the Univer- 
sity of Kansas and University of Iowa. Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam Chamberlaine; U.S.A., commanding general of the 
Coast Artillery center, was designated by the War De- 
partment as camp .commander, but Col. Eugene Rey- 
bold, commandant of the Coast Artillery School, had 
direct command of the camp. The booklet is accom- 
panied by a number of photographs showing the various 
activities at the camp. 3 


With the 23d Infantry in France. 


Capt. George A. Hunt, 23d Inf., is the author of a 
booklet entitled “With the 23d in France,” which is 
dedicated “To the men of the 23d Infantry regiment of 
the Regular Army who gave all on the field of honor in 
France,” and which relates in detail the movements of 
the author and of the regiment and tells of the gallant 
deeds of the organization in the Great War. The typo- 
graphical arrangemetn of the work is unusual, following 
the eccentric style adopted by certain newspapers of 
presenting what i stold by special writers in the form of 
a few words to each line.

Army AND Navy UNION ENCAMPMENT. 

At the thirty-first national encampment of the Army 
and Navy Union, U.S.A., held at Cincinnati, Ohio, Sept. 
10 to 13, 1919, national officers were elected as follows:

Mrs. Eva Lawlor, 
Whitestone, L.1., was elected national lady commander 
of the Ladies’ Auxiliary. With more than 1,000 persons 
present the encampment at Cincinnati closed with a mil- 
itary ball at the Hotel Sinton. Judge Frederick KE. Has- 
kins, retiring national commander, was presented with 
a solid gold emblem badge of the order. A resolution 
ealling for_a revision of the present courtsamartial sys- 
tem, proposed by Jacques A. La Belle, Pittsh was 
adopted unanimously. The General Convention mit- 


tee was given a vote of thanks for its work during the 
convention, as were the newspapers of Cincinnati. 
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COSSACKS CAPTURE ‘AMERICAN SOLDIERS. 


Major Gen. William S. Graves, commander of the 
A.E.F. in Siberia, demanded an apology from Gen- 
eral Rozanoff, who commands Russian troops in Pria- 
mur province, for the arrest of Capt. L. P. Johns, 27th 
Inf., and the flogging of Corpl. Benjamin Sperling, 31st 
Inf., by Cossacks commanded by General Kalmikoff, ac- 
cording to a belated press dispatch from Vladivostok 
dated Sept. 19. The affair has been reported to the War 
Department by General Graves. The incident is said to 
have taken place on Sept. 5, and is regarded as one of 
the most serious that has occurred, in the case of the 
Allies since they landed-in Siberia. It appears that the 
two American soldiers, both in uniform on official busi- 
ness, went to Iman, which is about 170 miles from 
Viadivostok, passports being regarded as unnecessary in 
view of arrangements made between the Allies and Rus- 
sian and Chinese troops. ile the Americans were at 
a hotel they were seized by Cossacks, who claimed they 
were not provided with identification papers. Captain 
John succeeded in-escaping and caught a moving train 
on which he went to Spasske, where he reported the 
affair to the commanding officer in charge of American 
troops there. 

A detachment of one hundred and fifty officers and men 
of the 27th U.S. Infantry went at once to Iman to re- 
lease Corporal Sperling. There they took three Cossacks 
as shostages. General Kalmikoff’s men were found in- 
‘trénched near the railroad station. The Americans were 
about’to advance against ‘them when a Japanese major 
interceded for the Cossacks, saying that if the Ameri- 
cans attacked, the Japanese troops at Iman would side 
with the Cossacks... He then. told the American officer 
in command that Corperal Sperling had been taken to 
General Kalmikoff’s headquarters at Khaboroysk. A: tele- 
graphic demand was made for his immediate release. A re- 
ply came that he would be released at once. ‘The Ameri- 
can troops then returned to Spasske, taking the Cossack 
hostages with them. A preliminary investigation of the 
incident shows that. Sperling was flogged, a. punishment 
often inflicted upon recalcitrant Cossacks. General 
Kalmikoff was recently appointed commander of the 
military district of. Khaborovsk by General Rozanoff. 
Captain Johns entered the Army from civil life as a 
second lieutneant on March 20, 1917. 

Washington press dispatches of Oct. 1 state that 
Russian Ambassador Bakhmetieff had informed the 
State Department that General Rozanoff, who is the 
superior Russian commander in Siberia, had apologized 
to Major General Graves for the Iman incident. ._He 
added that General Rozanoff had promised to call for the 
punishment of the troops which ill-treated the Ameri- 
cans. The State Department, it was added, has cabled to 
its agents at Viadivostok to make a detailed report of 
the incident. Another press message, this time from 
Omsk, dated Sept. 23, announces that Major General 
Graves has held up at Viadivostok a shipment of 14,000 
rifles which recently arrived there, consigned to the All- 
Russian government at Omsk. This was done by the 
American commander, it was stated, in retaliation for 
alleged scurrilous articles that have appeared in a Vlad- 
ivostok newspaper attacking the Americans and for hos- 
tile acts of Cossack chiefs in the Far East. General 
Graves, through Major Homer H. Slaughter, U.S.A., his 
representative at Omsk, in direct and forcible language 
notified the Omsk government that unless the editor of 
the offending newspaper was arested and the paper sup- 
pressed he would take such action. He said also that 
unless the activity of certain Cossack chiefs is controlled 
he would recommend to.the War Department that no 
further assistance be given the Omsk government. .The 
Omsk. government replied that in its view the subject 
constituted a diplometic and not a military problem, 
and that it therefore awaited a. communication from the 
American State Department. The State Department on 
Oct.*2 directed that the rifles held up by Major General 
Graves be released.

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ARMY PROPERTY TAKEN BY WRECKERS. 

Major Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., command- 
ing the Northeastern Department, in testifying én Oct. 
1 .at Boston before the Congressional committee which 
is investigating the circumstances: under which. more 
than ,000,000. worth of the cargo of the steamship 
Port Hunter, whch was wrecked in . Vineyard Sound, 
Mass., in November, 1918, disappeared, said es mnuch 
of the cargo has been salvaged by Cape Cod; 
who appropriated the cargo, which. consisted: Saecly at 
supplies for American -troops overseas, as fast as it 
was washed ashore. It was decided by the Govern- 
ment, the General said, not to bring legal action against 
these men for the recovery of property, or its value, 
for the reason that perhaps many of the ‘wreckers 
thought the ship and -cargd had been abandoned and 
therefore was common property. He had urged the au- 
thorities at Washington to begin legal on. Carl 
Dreyfus, who is connected with a wholesale dry goods 
firm at New Bedford, Mass, and head of a company 
which amounted approximately to $600,000, while the 
wrecking company received fifty per cent. of the ap- 
praised value of the goods kept by the Government and 
fifty per cent. of the profits from those sold at auction, 
which amounted approximately to £600,000, while the 
salvage work cost $250,000.

A convoy of trucks manned entirely by officer-students 
of the Motor Transport Corps School, under command of 
Col. G. P. Hawes, jr., left Camp Holabird, Baltimore, Md., 
on Sept. 27 for Gettysburg to give the students a road 
test under service conditions, as the final work of their 
school course in truck construction and operation.

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PROPER SALUTE TO THE FLaG. 

Capt. Charles V. Gridley Garrison No. 4, Army and 
Navy Union, of Brie, Pa., through its commander, 
George R. Downs, and adjntant, William F. Oldberg, 
recently entered’ protest against a growing practice of 
improper salute to the flag. It appears that several la- 
dies’ auxiliaries to patriotic organizations in the city, 
and some teachers in the publie schools, have the 
custom of making their members and the school children 
point up or down with their hands at the flag, as the 
ease may be, when pledging allegiance. The attention of 
the district attorney of the federal court in session at 
Erie was called to the matter, says the Erie Times, on 
the ground that such a form of salute was an insuit 
rather than an honor to the flag.

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DELAY IN PAY LEGISLATION. 


Government in the western world these days seems 
bent on self-destruction. Wherever one turns, in Eu- 
rope or America, one is faced by conditions of lawless- 


ness that require force to suppress and which are usu- 
ally met by either governmental discussion or govern- 
mental pretension that the lawlessness does not 
It is not pessimism that makes us feel governments are 


exist. 


growing less effective these days and lawlessness 
stronger. It is simply fram looking world conditions in 
the face. At the present time three European nations 


are handling mutiny among their troops and labor trou- 
bles of the gravest character in a manner that reveals 
the weaknesses of the governments of those countries, 
their. fear of.the forces in opposition to them, and their 
ignoble refusal to consider the wishes of the order-loving 
portion of their populations. The natural result of this 
governmental weakness is to arouse the contempt of the 
rebellious spirits and to thoroughly exasperate lovers 
of order and prosperity. Meanwhile disorder grows 
apace the western world over. And only government 
itself appears blind to this growing force, doing nothing 
intelligent to check it, unconsciously lowering the morate 
thereby not alone of its people but of its trained forces 
on which government of law and order must depend in 
the last analysis. 

In this condition of world affairs nothing could well 
be more stupid than the attitude of the United States 
towards its trained Army and Navy officers who are 
always the first and last resort when lawlessness begins 
to stalk abroad, as witness our Army officers restoring 
order in Omftha. By the time this issue of the Army 
AND NAVY JOURNAL reaches its readers the allowance 
of commutation of Navy. officers at sea who have de- 
pendents will have closed on Oct. 1 unless some action 


amounting almost to a legislative miracle shall have 
intervened. No practical progress has been made in 
favér of the Stiness bill and Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels is quoted as saying, after a conference with 
the Senate and House Committees on Naval Affairs on 


Sept. 29, that the members of these committees were not 
in favor of the measure. The only positive note in the 
Navy end of this distressing situation is that Mr. Dan- 
iels announced that hearings on the Navy bil! will begin 
on Oct. 7, when increase of pay will come up for dis- 
cussion, but with any hope of action still in the indefi- 
nite future. Meanwhile in addition to having any in-

“The difficulties of adjustment have been incr 
the uncertainties as to the future military policy of the 
Government, the inadequacy of pay in the face of the 
high cost of living and the failure of all classes to real- 
ize that economies must be promptly met. There must 
be sacrifices of pay throughout the Service, a necessary 
consequence of readjusting the rank of officers from that 
held in a military force having 200,000 officers to those

they can properly hold in a force having only 18,000 
officers. For example, instead of approximately 1,100 
officers in“the grade of colonel to-day, there, will be 693 


on Nov. 1, with similar reductions in other grades.” 

“There must he sacrifices of pay. throughout the Ser- 
vice.” This is the tragedy of the situation, for this 
cruel admonition would have been quite unnecessary if 
Congress had acted as promptly and as wisely as the 
British Parliament has done in the matter of pay in- 
creases for the army and navy of Great Britain. If 
there is any other class of Government employees in 
this country who are having their salaries reduced we 
have not heard of it, nor is there any class of civilians 
whose pay is being cut down. From the War Depart- 
ment statement quoted above it would appear that the 
only Americans to-day who “must make sacrifices of 
pay” are the officers of the Army, with those of the 
Navy following in their steps perforce.

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Boarp TO CONSIDER ARMY ORGANIZATION. 

Following the publication of the approval by the 
Chief of Staff of the recommendation that a committee 
of three officers be appointed to study and report upon 
placing the troops, etc., as noted in our issue of Sept. 
27, page 113, it is announced that the Chief of Staff has 
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directed that the board is to consist of Brig. Gen. E. D. 
Anderson of the Operations Division, Col. John S. Fair 
of the Purchase, Storage and Traffic Division, and Lieut. 
Col. Briant H. Wells of the War Plans Division, Gen- 


eral Staff. It is to be convened for the purpose of study- 
ing questions pertaining to the organization of the Army 
for carrying on training, discipline and ordinary ad- 
ministration, and providing a proper chain of command 
for the training and discipline of troops and their proper 
supply pending legislation for the permanent reorganiza- 
tion of the Army. The board is authorized to call be- 
fore \it such officers of the Army and other persons as 


may be necessary for a complete investigation and study 
of the whole subject. A report of the result of the in- 
vestigation with the recommendations of the board will 
be submitted to the Chief of Staff.

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VALUE OF REGULARS IN CIVIL DISORDERS. 

The prompt and efficient manner in which the troops 
of the Regular Army ordered to duty at Omaha. Neb., 
have accomplished their mission is an object lesson to 
the entire country. The Governor of the state on Sept. 
28 had requested Federal aid to rescue thé city from- the 
hands of an infuriated mob. With the arrival of the 
thoroughly disciplined Regulars complete order was at 
once restored, and without the firing of a single shot. 
The mob itself, impressed by the discipline of the Regu- 
lar,troops, and realizing that they were not to be: fooled 
with, silently vanished and the disorder ended. This 
quick repression Of the lawless in civil disorders and 
without the loss of life of-any innocent persons is noth- 
ing new for the Regular Army. Certainly there is no 
ease on record in civil disorders, for over forty years, 
where the aid of Regular troops has been requested and 
any innocent person has been killed or wounded as a 
result. So admirable a record cannot be claimed for 
forces other than those of the Regular Army ordered 
out on riot guard duty. Let those who have heard the 
slogan “Tear down the Regular Army” remember this. 
The Regular is the most competent protector of citizens, 
for he knows his trade. 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., commanding the 
Central Department, took personal charge of the situa- 
tion at Omaha on Sept. 30. Omaha resumed its usual 
activities, but with Regular troops patroling the city 
and aiding in the arrest of all known persons taking 
part in, or aiding or abetting, the burning of the mil- 
lion-dollar court house, the lynching of a negro, and the 
attempted lynching of the Mayor of Omaha, or other 
lawless acts vith which the rioting began. One of the 
first orders issued on Sept. 30 was for the transfer of the 
eity Police Department to the military commander, Colo- 
nel Morris, of the 20th Infantry, commanding officer at 
Fort Crook. Immediately thereafter Colonel Morris 
moved his office into the police station and took control. 
Before the arrival of the Regular troops the police and 
civil authorities were defied, three persons had been 
killed and fifty-seven persons had been wounded, many 
of them seriously. 

In addition to the Regular Army troops ordered to 
Omaha for riot duty, 500 men from the 3d Division of 
thé Regular Army at Camp Pike, Ark., under Col. I. C. 
Jenks, Inf., U.S.A... were ordered on duty at Elaine, 
Milwood and Helena, Ark., Oct. 2, at the request of 
Governor Brough to quell race riots there. Five white 
persons and eleven negroes were killed in the riots. The 
Regular troops up to this writing, like those on duty at 
Omaha, had the situation well in hand and without find- 
ing it necessary to do any shooting. As a result of shots 
fired by some unknown person at Elaine, Corp]. Luther 
Earles, 4th Inf., U.S.A., was hit in the face and died, 
and Sergt. Earl Gay, also of the 4th U.S. Infantry, was

INCREASE IN BRITISH ARMY PAY. 

The British War Office made public on Sept. 15 the 
new pay schedules for the Army which affect every offi- 
cer and enlisted man and benefit most of them; are to 
date from July 1, 1919; and are to be revised in July 1, 
1924, either upwards or downwards, to an extent not 
exceeding a fifth, depending on whether the cost of living 
rises or falls. With the adoption of this new rate of pay 
children’s allowances for all officers are abolished as 
from Jan. 1 next and the bonus for the Armies of Occu- 
pation also is abolished. On the basis of $4.25 to the 
pound sterling, which is a. fair approximation of recent 
exchange rates, an unmarried second lieutenant will re- 
ceive $1,360 a year and a married officer of the same 
grade $1,674.50 a year. After two years’ service the 
married officer will be paid $1,904 annually. An unmar- 
ried lieutenant colonel. will receive $5,032 a year and a 
married officer of the same grade $5,278.50, both of these 
figures including “command pay.” General officers who 
are not in command will be paid from $13.75 a day for 
brigadier generals to $29.75 a day for a general. A gen- 
eral officer commanding, first class, is paid $42.50 a day 
when in command. The pay of the Diréctor General of 
the Army Medical-Service is fixed st $10,625. The pay 
of the enlisted man begins at approximately sixty cents 
a day increasing to eighty cents a day at the end of two 
years’ service if he has received no advancement. A 
special allowance of twelve cents a day, known as profi- 
ciency pay, will be granted every man, after one year’s 
service, if he has attained an educational and profes- 
sional standard laid down by the Army Council. The 
rate of pay for a corporal approximates $1.10 a day and 
fer a sergeant $1.54 a day. Separation allowances will 


be paid until Dec. 31, but the future of these allowances 
after that date is under consideration. In contrast to 
the dilatory «ttitude of Congress toward an increase of 
Army officers’ pay this action of Great Britain is’ note- 
worthy, particularly when it is récalled that while the 
United States expended $22,000,000,000 to carry on the 
war Great Britain spent $38,000,000,000 for that pur- 
pose. Nor must it be forgotten that we are constantly 
boasting that “we are the richest country in the world.” 
This is usually forgotten completely, kowever, when the 
matter ig pressed of increasing the pay of the officers of 
the Services.

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READJUSTMENT OF ARMY RANK. 

In the course of the statement issued from the Office 
of the Chief of Staff on Sept. 30 interpreting Circular 
No. 493, providing for the readjustment of Army officers’ 
rank, the complete texts of which appear on page 133, 
it is stated: “The rank provided by the bill (the Act of 
Sept. 17, 1919, providing for 18,000 officers) is to be 
distributed in such manner as to equalize, so far as pos- 
sible, rank and promotion throughout the various arms 
of the Service in accordance with the provisions of sec- 
tion 25 of the National Defense Act of 1916.” The pro- 
viso in section 25 referred to is the final one and reads: 

“That for the purpose of lessening as much as possible 
inequalities of promotion due to the increase in the num- 
ber of officers of the line of the Army under the provi- 
sions of this act, any vacancies created or caused by 
this act in commissioned grades below that of lieutenant 
colonel in any arm of said line may, in the discretion of 
the President and under such regulations as he may pre- 
scribe in furtherance of the purpose stated in this pro- 
viso, be filled by the promotion or transfer without pro- 
motion of officers of other branches of the line of the 
Army; but no such prometion or transfer shall be made 
in the case.of any officer unless it shall have been rec- 
ommended by an examining board composed of five offi- 
cers, senior in rank to such officer, and of the arm to 
which the promotion or transfer of such officer shall 
have been proposed, who, after having made a personal 
examination of such officer and of his official record, 
shall have reported him qualified for service in said arm 
in the grade to which his premetion or transfer slfall 
have been proposed.” 
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NOTES OF THE NAVY. 
Conference on Service Pay Problem. 

Chairman Butler of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs has called a conference to begin Oct. 9 to con- 
sider the Stiness pay bill and other plans looking to- 
ward the solution of the Navy pay question. On the 
first day Rear Admirals Thomas Washington and Sam- 
uel McGowan will appear; Rear Admiral William S. 
Sims and Admiral Henry B; Wilson will appear before 
the commiftee on the second day, while the third day 
will be given to Secretary Daniels. It~is hoped that 
the conference will result in the formation of a practi- 
cable plan to relieve the situation. 

Navy to Accept Some Resignations. 

On the recommendation of Rear Admiral William C. 
Braisted, U.S.N., chief of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, Secretary of the Navy Daniels has approved 
the acceptance of resignations of officers of the Medical 
Corps of the Navy. Approximately 130 ‘resignations 
have been received, but some of these were filed some 
time ago and in consequence a letter had gone out, to all 
who filed resignations asking if they still desired to leave 
the Service. This method was adopted so that any offi- 
cer who might have changed his mind might have an 
opportunity to withdraw his resignation. Secretary 
Daniels has not yet approved the resignations of some 
sixty officers attached to the Supply, Corps, and it is 
doubtful. if he will do so. The resignations of ninety 
line officers of the Navy are on file, with little likeli- 
hood of acceptance.” It is said in Navy circles that 
should Congress show a disposition to give some meas- 
ure of relief through increase in pay a considerable num- 
ber of officers who have desired to quit the Service would 
decide to remain. The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
with an authorized commissioned strength of nearly 
1,200, is now nearly thirty- three per cent. below its 
full strength, but Admiral Braisted believes that if leg- 
islation were passed allowing the temporary and Rée-

Progress in Reeruiting for Navy. 

Consistent progress in enlistment is reported: by the 
Navy Recruiting Bureau since the beginning of Septem- 
ber and the results in the various districts are consid- 
ered most encouraging. The weekly. total is adyancing 
toward the 2,000 mark, which is expected to be attained 
before the close of October. For the week ending Sept. 
25 the total of enlistments was 1,886, a gain of 264 
over the previous week. The. totals by districts follow: 
New England, 270; Eastern,'700; Central, 378 ;’Sonth- 
ern, 215; Western, 139: The fleet enlistments, ‘Sept. 
10-25, were : Atlantic Flect, 178; Pacific Fleet, 6. 

Navy's Railway Gun Placed on Exhibition. 

One of the five fourteen-inch fifty-caliber railroad guns 
which the Navy operated on the western front in France 
has been placed on exhibition at the navy yard in Wash- 
ington, D.C. A tablet attached to the gun states that it 

was fired 236 times against the German dines. The tab- 
let also states that the design of the gun was started 
Dec, 26, 1917, and finished Jan. 25, 1918; construction 
was commenced Feb 13; 1918,"and completed April 26, 
1918; tested at proving ground ‘April 30, shipped over 
seas in June, 1918; re-erected in France in August and 
started for the front from St. Nazaire” Aug. 17, .1918, 
just 234 days from the date of the first design. The shell 
_weighs 1,400 pounds; maximum-range is 24.2 miles. The 
gun was fired from’ positions at «Seissons, Rethondes, 
Fontenoy-Ambleny, Flay-le-Martel, Charney and Thier- 
ville. (near Vetdon) ; it was fired on Laonj oe. 
Besny-Loisy, Montmedy,. Longtyon,- Conflans ‘andr 
giennes. It was entirely Inanned by Navy personnel ae 
command of Rear Admiral C. P. Plunkett. 

Olaims for Navy Back Pay. 

The Bureau. of Navigation, ;Navy Department, an- 
nounces that Officers who were on sea duty between 
April 17, 1918, and July 1, 1918, who had dependents 
should submit claim to the Auditor for the Navy De 
partment. for. commutation of quarters, heat one light 
for such dependents between these dates, 

Uniformity in Navy Pay Increase. 

“With naval officers resigning*because of the inipossi- 
bility of living on their ‘pay, the action of the Secretary 
of the Navy in opposing the bill for an increase now 
pending in the House is bound to provoke criticism,” 
says the Philadelphia Inquirer, which continues to take 
a lively interest in the question of Navy pay. “This 
bill, which provides for a uniform increase for the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Public Health Service,;*is the 
product of expert opinion. The War and Treasury De- 
partments and the chairmen of the Senate and House 
Naval Committees, have approved it. Why should Mr. 
Daniels attempt to defeat it? The main point of his 
argument, apparently, is that the increase of thirty per 
cent.—surely a modest one in view of the. incerase of 
living costs—is too great for the senior officers. He 
would have instead a sliding scale favoring the juniors. 
This principle is entirely, at variance with practice in 
navies generally, and it is difficult to understand upon 
what grounds Mr. Daniels advocates it: Should his con- 
tention prevail, the men who have borne the longest and 
heaviest burden of. duty will obtain the least reward. 
The injustice of this is obvious.” ‘% 
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U.S. EMPpLOYMEN'®r AGENCIES TO CLOSE. 

The United States Employment Service, which has 
been furnishing positions to discharged soldiers and 
sailors among its other tasks, is to end its work on Oct. 
10, according to orders issued at Washington. This 
action is the result of the lack of funds to carry on the 
work, Congress having granted $400,000 for the use of 
the service for the current fiscal year in place of the 
$4,600,000 asked for. Nine states have employment 
agencies that will carry on this work to the best of- 


their ability with the funds at their command, these in- - 


cluding California, Illinois, Indiana, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, and Pennsyl- 
vania. In the New York city offices of the United States 
Employment Service alone from 500 to 800 discharged 
soldiers and sailors have been placed in jobs weekly. 
The Kenyon-Nolan bill, now before Congress, would 
make the Government. employment agency a permanent 
institution.

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ARMY REORGANIZATION HEARINGS. | 
(Continued from page 135.) - 
General Hinds on General Staff Activities. 
Major Gen. Ernest Hinds, former Chief of Artillery, 
A.E.F., gave the House committee his views on Sept. 
30. He spoke of the broad authority granted to the 
President in Section 1, saying that experience had 
shown that it is essentifl in‘time of war. In time of 
peace it was also theoretically best because it was often 
necessary to effect organization changes. Radical changes 
might be legally effected under the cloak of such broad 
authority, bet he was of the opinion that the authority 
was asked in order to permit the Army to make minor 
rather than important changes. He did not see that the 
authority proposed to be granted the ident under 
the bill differed materially from that of the National De- 
fense Act. é 
The distinction between general officers of the line 
and general officers of the staff, he said, is of great im- 
rtance, and is one that sliould be continued. Mr. 
t asked whether he was in favor of retaining the 
bureays as they existed prior to the war. General Hinds 
said he was in favor of retaining them, but that the 
Chief of Staff should exercise more of a co-ordinating 
authority over fhem then heretofore. Such authority 
had not been used to the full extent as contemplated by 
existing law. 
Secretary Baker on Oversea Troop Movements. 


Secretary Baker appeared for a few minutes, and told 
the committee he had come in response to a request by 
Mr. Kearns that all cable communications received from 

and France urging the immediate dispatch of 
American troops overseas be sent to the committee. .Mr. 
Baker said there was no separate file of such eables and 
that they would not tell the whole story evén if fur- 
nished. As to the manner jin which the program for send- 
' ing’ troops to France-had »been arrived: at, ‘he.said, it 
had at first been planned to have sixty combat divisions 
overseas by July, 1918.. That recommendation had been 
changed to eall for eighty and -then 100 combat divi- 
sions. Studies were made to determine the proper course 
te be pursued, and taking into consideration the indus- 
trial condition of the country and the amount of ship- 
ping’ available, it was decided that the eighty-division 
schedule would be the best. He had then taken up with 
the Inter-Allied shipping commission the problem of get- 
ting adequate shipping. On the day Bulgaria asked for 
terms, he had had a conference with Marshal Foch, who 
had assured him that the program as set out by the 
United States would be entirely satisfactory. 

General Hinds then resumed his testimony, saying he 
was of the opinion that the Inspector General’s Depart- 
ment should not be abolished; its work would have to 
be done even if it were abolished. The tactical inspec- 
tions, however, should be carried on by the higher com- 
manders of the line of the Army. He was of the opinion 
that officers of the J.A.G. Department should be perma- 
nently commissioned in that branch. Commissioned per- 
sonnel for the supply departments, .The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office and the Inspector General’s Department. In 
the case of the highly technical branches of the Ser- 
vice the personnel should be obtained by temporary de- 
tail in the lower grades and by detail in the higher ranks 
with the authority for re-detailing any officers found 
especialy qualified. Officers from the grade of major and 
up in the Quartermaster Corps and of the grade of cap- 
tain and abdve in the Ordnance Department should be 
eligible to immediate re-detail. 

General Hinds called attention to the fact that the 

bill placed certain ammunition trains under the Motor 
Transport Corps and certain others under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Quartermaster Corps. Both, he maintained, 
should be transferred to the Field Artillery arm; it was 
essential that the Artillery officers in command have en- 
tire supervision over the supply of ammunition. While 
he had not made a particular study of the transporta- 
tion problem he saw no reason why the Motor Trans- 
port Corps and the Transportation Service might not, 
be. combined into one branch. The Air Service and 
Tank Corps were fighting arms and while they were 
auxiliaries to the Infantry, their status was similar to 
that of the Artillery; he thought their officers should be 
permanently commissioned unless Congress determined 
to commission all combat officers on a single list, which 
plan he offered as being a valuable suggestion. 

General Hinds then spoke of the matter‘of dual con- 
trol of the National Guard, saying that while thé per- 
sonnel of the Guard had been of the highest, it was nec- 
essary to remove it entirely from state control and make 
it a completely Federalized force. He referred to the 
peculiar situation that has developed with regard to the 
Artillery arm in the matter of dual control. All Artil- 
lery that accompanies an army in the field, he said, 
should continue to be operated by the Field Artillery, 
while the coast defense functions should remain un- 
changed from what they were prior to the war. The 
line of demarcation laid down in 1907, when the two 
branches were separated, was still as clearly marked as 
it was at that time, notwithstanding the motorization of 
Field Artillery units. He maintained that the division 
of the Field Artillery functions between the Field and 
Coast Artillery arms would result in dividing authority 
~over the mobile Artillery, which should be avoided. The 
laws should provide specifically for a Chief of Field Ar- 
tillery, as well as a chief of each other combat arm, in- 
cluding the infantry and Cavalry. General Hinds sub- 
mitted a table showing the estimated deductions that he 
thought should be made from the strength of the Coast 
Artillery in order to transfer the functions he mentioned 
to the Field Artillery. 


General Hinds on Strength of the Army. 

As to the proper size of the Regular Military Estab- 
lishment General Hinds said that an Army of 300,000 
or 350,000 officers and men should be sufficient for the 
needs of the country. This number would be sufficient 
to train our young men and at the same time. provide 
eight or ten divisions at approximately half strength to 
be kept in reserve in the case of an emergency. An 
establishment of that size, used largely for the train- 
ing of recruits, would necessarily have a greater propor- 
tion than usual of men of higher grades and Eom 

Mr. Miller asked what philosophy was the basis of 
the War Department’s request for a military establish- 
ment so much larger than anything the ever 
had. General Hi replied that world conditions were 
such that it was well to be prepared-for any eventuality, 
No one could foresee what t happen within the 
next month or the next r, the United States had 
to be in a position to d itself. Then followed a dis- 
cussion as to the merits «f this country’s becoming in- 
yolyed in Eu in which General Hinds too 
the position that no country was the sole arbiter of its 
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destiny, and it must act in accordance with the dictates” 


the. universal training features of the bill 
would favor taining for.a period of one , 
year, although any period would better, than nothing 
in the way of preparation. He suggested a plan for 
six months’ training; for the first year, four and a half 
months’ training and the second and third years three 
weeks each. It would be tantamount to throwing away 
a part of the military assets of the country if the men 
trained were not organized after their tour of duty. The 
shorter the period of training the larger would be the 
standing army necessary for the defense of the country. 
Mr. Greene asked wh it would not be wise to pro- 
ide for a disproportionately large number of commis- 
sioned officers to maintain a constantly ready overhead. 
General Hinds was strongly in favor of this. Mr. Miller 
asked whether it would be wise to exempt frem training 
men who might enlist in the National Guard and serve 
a full three-year term. Such a plan might be feasible, 
said General Hinds. Mr. Sanford commented on the 
expected opposition from the House to any plan for 
compulsory universal training, saying he was strongly 
in favor of the plan. He asked whether it might be 
in case such a system failed to pass to provide for 
a large number of voluntary training camps under the 
supervision of the War Department. General Hinds 
said he would be sorry to see a yoluntary system lace 
the universal training plans, but that if Congress should 
refuse to sanction the compulsory training the sugges- 
tion was a good one. , 

In -speaking of the admission of emergency officers 
into the Regular Army, General Hinds thought no officer 
should be given rank higher than the highest. one, held by 
him during the war. Mr. Greene asked whether it was 
ailvisable to put them in ahead of ‘any ‘vfficets’‘of the» 

» Army... The re 
sary, to. proyide for some sort of.distribution in the Ser- 
vice, but the matter would have to be carefully ‘guarded 
so that no injustice would bé dohe to men who had been 
im the Artiy for many years:' There would be a danger 
of promoting very young officers too fast if they were 
pat,ahead of all applicants for_commissions in the Regu- 
lar Establishment. General Hinds said all lieutenants 
of combat arms might be’ placed ona single list now, 
and that in the future all appointments be made in 
that manner. Under the present system any officer 
exercising authority in selecting officers generally had 
the branch in which he was commissioned foremost in 
his. mind and was unable to dissociate himself from the 
influence of his arm. 

Opposes Selection Eacept in War. 

General Hinds made a carefully prepared statement in 
regard to promotion by selection which made a highly 
favorable impression on members of the committee. “In 
time of war involving the operation of large forces pro- 
motion by selection is the only system which is prac- 
ticable,” General Hinds said. “In time of peace it is 
wholly different. The object to be attained in our system 
of promotion during time of peace should be to secure 
the highest average proficiency of the commissioned per- 
sonnel, It is the average efficiency of the great body of 
officers, not that of a few brilliant men, which estab- 
lishes the efficiency of the Army. ‘To assure this a sys- 
tem combining both selection and elimination is neces- 
sary. Selection is desirable to give the ablest officers an 
opportunity to rise. The di i must be men of 
high ability. Elimination is necessary to afford a means 
of ridding the Army of those who are incompetent. This 
bill embodies both of these principles, but not, I think, 
in proper relation.” 

The present system of selection for promotion to gen- 
eral officer is sufficient incentive for those who stand out 
pre-eminently among their fellows, but the great body of 
our average officers must also have an ineentive. This 
exists in the hope of ultimate promotion to brigadier 
general or at least assurance of reaching the grade of 
colonel. Should promotion by selection become the gen- 
eral rule, General Hinds said, an officer will no‘ longer 
have this assurance, and should he be passed over will 
become discouraged, pessimistic, and consequently of lit- 
tle value. Moreover, under a general system of selection, 
there is no positive assurance that an officer will reach 
a grade high enough to justify his putting forth a life- 
time of effort. This would militate against our obtain- 
ing a high grade of young men for cur commissioned per- 
sonnel. Present incentives combined with a certainty 
that inefficient officers will not be permigted to block the 
promotion of men of satisfactory ability and energy will, 
General Hinds believes, give- us a higher average grade 
of efficiency than can be reached in any other way. 

To devise a system of selection by relative merit~-alone 
was unattainable, and he believed selection would not 
be best even then. No’ system of records can present an 
accurate estimate of the relative value of the officers. 

Little reliance could be placed ‘on the classification 
ecards of any officers unless they had been in the Service 
at least fifteen or twenty years. 
selection plan the Army officer would spend more time 
studying methods of brings. himself to the attention .of 
his superiors than he would in furthering the interests of 
the Army. The effect would bé that many officers would 
spend their time “playing to the gallery,” with the 
advantage all on the side of those who were nearest head- 
quarters. 

The elimination feature proposed, General Hinds said, 
is entirely inadequate. The selection feature, if it works 
as intended, will result in much dissatisfaction on the 
part of the great mass of the officers and a consequent 
lowering of their morale. The ined effort will be a 
lowering of average efficiency. e weakest point in 
present laws is in their elimination feature. General 
Hinds cited the differing effects of elimination, as pro- 
posed, in different branches. A lieutenant in the In- 
fantry could be eliminated if passed by perhaps 1,000 
officers; in the Engineers by 160; a lieutenant colonel, 
Dental Corps, by only two officers; of Infantry, by 


sixty. . 

General Hinds urged the adppticn of a positive sys- 
elimination coupled graded retirement on 
of two and one-half per cent. pey for each year 
Service, after an officer ha on a commis- 
status for at least six years.

General Black Criticizes Staff and Supply Systems. 


Major Gen. William M. Black, Chief of Engineers, 
U.S.A, strongly criticized the War Department’s plan 
for reorganization of the Army when he appeared before 
the House committee on Oct. 1. General Black criticized 
the detail system, speaking primarily of the General 
Staff, which che said should be composed of officers per- 
manently assigned to that duty. He deprecated the plan 
whereby Infantry, Cavalry, Artillery or Engineer offi- 
cers are detailed to the General Staff. The result, he 
thought, was that they acted as representatives of their 
arms of the Service, whereas they sould be trained to 
visualize the needs. of the entire Army, not merely to 
take care ‘of the interests of their particular branch. He 
extended ‘his. objection to the detail system to include all 
staff corps, saying that wherever it was desired to obtain 
technical experts it was necessary to provide permanent 
commissioned personnel. One of the chief difficulties at 
the outbreak of the war had been the return of officers 
detailed on staff. duty to the line of the Army. This, he 
said, would be preyented if permanent personnel were 
provided for the staff corps. 

He expressed objection to the first section of the -bill, 
devoted: to the powers of the President and the General 
Staff, on: the ground that the measure gave too much 

' leeway to the Chief Executive and the. General Staff in 
‘the matter of transferring the work of the various. de- 
partments. He said‘ that consolidation of Army ‘pur- 
chases, storage and traffic. in one - office caused ‘serious 
difficulties from the: start, and pointed out that, because 
of this it was impossible to obtain eomplete equipment 
for the recent parades of the 1st Division in New : York 
city and Washington. General Black then spoke .fur- 
ther of the Division of Purchase, Storage and ‘Traffic, the 
present working of which he criticized severely... He 
said that P.S. and T. to the extent that it co-ordinated 
the work of the Army was an excellent thing, but when 
it ‘went into administrative duties and interfered with 
the proper functions of the departments it was entirely 
out of place. 

“Formerly the various departments purchased ‘and 
stored their own supplies and could send them anywhere 
they were needed on short notice,” General Black’ said. 
“But under the new system the various parts of ‘trucks, 
motor cars: and steam shovels, for instance, are scat- 
tered all over the country and it requires a lot of red 
tape for us to assemble a piece of machinery. The fail- 
ure to assemble complete equipment for the parades only 
indicates what the situation would be if we were sud- 
denly called on to defend New York or Washington. It 
would take several weeks to assemble a steam shovel 
now for the engineers, whereas formerly all the parts 
were stored in one warehouse. 

“I am therefore opposed to giving the President au- 
thority over transfers in various arms of the Service as 
propewsed by the department bill While it is well to 
have elasticity to meet emergency, the powers of the 
President should go no further than that. The present 
War Department system of purchase, storage and traffic 
lowers morale, increases expenditures and leads to a 
great amount of duplication of work. No one is made 
responsible at present. The War Department is now 
trying ‘to unscramble the egg’ of confusion caused by 
the. changes.” 

General Black advocated a permanent General Staff 
instead of the present system of detailing officers for 
four years. “The ‘General Staff,” he said, “ought to be 
composed of experts, and you cannot get them by de- 
tailing: men for four years. We never have had a good 
General Staff under the present system.” He objected 
to the placing of department chiefs on the General Staff, 
contending that General Hines of the Transportation 
Service was able to get what he wanted with little re- 
gard for the other departments because he served on 
the General Staff as well as being Chief of Transporta- 
tion. 

Expanding his views in opposition to the granting of 
broad powers to the Chief of Staff, General Black cited 
as an illustration of the difficulties that might arise the 
allocation of the 18,000 officers allowed to the Army by 
the Act of Sept. 17,.1919. He said the proper -propor- 
tion for the Corps of Engineers, based on the tables of 
organization in effect prior to the war, would have been 
666 officers, and that under the National Defense Act 
the- corps was allowed 505. The War Department al- 
lowed him only 504 during the current fiscal year, he 
said. He drew the conclusion that the placing of unre- 
stricted power in the hands of one individual might 
easily result in the injury to one or another of the spe- 
cal services. The Corps of Engineers was severely handi- 
capped by a lack of-suitable officers, he said; graduates 
of the Military Academy who were sent out after having 
completed two years of work were not thoroughly trained 
engineers, and were not even ready for the instruction 
that was to be given to all Engineer officers upon their 
entry into the military service. 

Referring again to the Purchase, Storage and Traffic 
Division, General Black said that General Atterbury, 
Director of the Transportation Service in the A.E.F., 
had sent an urgent cable message for railroad materials 
in November and that until the last of January no action 
was taken by P.S. and T., because it had not been de- 
termined by that time whether the material requisitioned 
was on hand. Col. John M. Wright, Engrs., U.S.A., 
again spoke of the difficulty the Corps of Hngineers 
had to go through in obtaining the Engineer supplies for 
the parades of the 1st Division in New York and Wash- 
ington. He criticized the system of commodity storage. 
General Black said he might multiply such examples of 
inefficiency under the prevailing system. Col. Clarence 
O. Sherrill, Engrs., U.S.A., then recounted in detail 
what he termed an “improper act of the General Staff,” 
on the ground that General Hines from his position as 
a General Staff officer was enabled to obtain something 
for use in the department of which he was the chief. 


Colonel Youngberg Opposes Staff Control. 
Mr. Greene asked whether it was true that extraor- 
should be given to the General Staff in 
i Col. Gilbert A. Youngberg, Engrs., U.S. 
A., formerly Assistant Chief of Einginers of the A.E.F., 
said that was a mistaken idea, which had grown up out 
of an improper conception of the duties of a General 
Staff. He said staff officers should do no more than 
carry out the policy of the Commander-in-Chief and 
that it was not their function to formulate such policies. 
He said that at times officers of the various branches of 
the Service had been detailed to the General Staff of the 


AE.F. and they had issued orders vitally affecting their 
own arms ef the Service, which should not have been 
issued by them without determination of the policy 
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involyed first having been made by the chief of the arm 
concerned, 

General Black said the Inspector General’s Depart- 
ment should be continued, to carry on the general in- 
— of the Army aside from those of a technical 
character. Difficulties arising within the Corps of Engi- 
neers not involving a technical knowledge of Engineer 
matters could be better inspected and set right by an im- 
(partial member of the Inspector General’s Department 
than by an officer of the Corps, he said, and the same was 
true with regard to the inspection of financial matters 
and ‘also personal investigations. Examinations by 
members of the same corps as the officer under suspicion, 


he said, would immediately give rise to doubt as to the 
sincerity of the inspector. General Black repeated his 
criticism of the Finance Division of the Army which he 
gave before the Senate committee. 
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CONGRESSMEN ON ARMY OUTLAY IN FRANCE. 

Congressmen Royal C. Johnson, Oscar E. Bland and 
Henry D. Flood, members of the sub-committee of the 
House Committee on Expenditures of the War Depart- 
ment, who have been investigating the expenditures of 
the A.E.F. in France and other matters pertaining to 
the administration of the expeditionary forces, arrived 
in New York city from Brest on Sept. 27. To the re- 
porters the Congressmen said that they .found conditions 
bad in the prison camps, especially the one just outside 
Paris—Prison Camp No. 2—which Congressman Bland 
described as appalling. Congressman Flood said in his 
opinion the vast sums of money expended by the A.E.F. 
in France were well spent. There were many instances 
of waste, he added, but they were insignificant compared 
with the billions which had been expended. There were 
also instances of seven sentences to military prisoners, 
he said, but in most cases these were caused by serious 
offenses on the part of the soldiers themselves. ¢ 

Mr. Bland appeared to hold a different view than his 
colleague, Mr. Flood, and said there were cases of mis- 
use of Government funds in France which would startle 
the country if given publicity. “The vinegar case,” he 
said, “was a sample of the spending of Government funds 
for the purchase of 5,000,000 gallons of vinegar and 





later revoking the order at a great loss to the United 
States Government. A similar case, known as the ‘Com- 
pass case,’ where a purchasing agent bought thousands 
of compasses for which there was no use was another 


evident fraud. 

“At the present time in France Army officers and 
others who acted as purchasing agents for the Govern- 
ment are being tried and punished. Many will go to 
penitentiaries, but the facts will be kept out of the 
papers and hushed up as quickly as possible. The great- 
est trouble was in selecting the wrong men for these 
places. Plumbers were made purchasers of foodstuffs, 
and so on. We bring with us a copy of the blanket 
agreement in which $1,700,000,000 worth of United 
States Government property was sold for $400,000,000. 
There was $500,000,000 worth of textiles and food alone 
included in this sale. A good part of this was as good 
as new. Sote had deteriorated, however.” 

On reaching Washington on the same day Congress- 
man Johnson announced he would recommend that Sec- 
retary of War Baker be asked to send General Pershing 
before the sub-committee to answer questions about the 
operations of the American fortces at the time of the 
armistice, and as to; prison conditions in France. Mr. 
Johnson stated that he believed General Pershing would 
be glad to appear before the committee. Mr. Flood is- 
sued a statement to the Washington correspondents in 
which he defended Brig. Gen. William W. Harts, U.S.A., 
from criticisms by Representative Bland. “In justice to 
General Harts,” declared Mr. Flood, “I ought to say 
that the evidence before the committee exonerated him 
from complicity in the alleged prison atrocities, and as 
soon as he learned of them he proceeded to correct them 
and did correct them.” Mr. Flood said also Mr. Bland 
was in error in stating that $1,700,000,000 worth of 
American property had been sold under a blanket con- 
tract with France for $400,000,000. “The $1,700,- 
000,000,” said Mr. Flood, “was the cost price of our 
surplus property in France. An inventory at the time 
the surplus was declared fixed the value of this property 
at about $1,000,000,000.” He added that France was 
still wondering at the great achievements of the Amer-

TRANSPORTATION MATERIAL DECISIONS. 


The War Department authorizes publication of these 
decisions from the Secretary of War: 

Supply of Railway Material. (a) The Engineer Corps 
will procure and develop all railroad equipment. (b) 
In order that Army reserves be set aside, surpluses de- 
termined and current needs of all branches of the Army 
met, the Transportation Services will maintain an in- 
ventory of all railroad equipment in use or in storage. 
The Engineer Corps will procure and issue to the Army, 
or will issue from stocks on hand, railroad equipment on 
requisitions approved by the Chief of the Transportation 
Service. (c) In order that railroad transportation for 
military service may be placed in such status with re- 
spect to appropriations that it can be freely assigned and 
utilized on any activity under the War Department 
without necessity for transfer or funds in each case, the 
Transportation Service will submit estimates for all rail- 
road construction, operation and maintenance, for the 
military service at large. Such of these funds as are 
stated by Chief of Engineers as being necessary for con- 
struction, maintenance and operation of railroads under 
his control will be set aside under the estimate for that 
purpose. 

Construction, Operation end Maintenance of Railways. 
‘(a) The extension of railway lines into the theater of 
hostile operations devolves upon the Corps of Engineers. 
{>) The Chief of Bngineers, in conformity with the 

asic supply plan furnished by the Purchase, Storage 
and Traffic Division of General Staff, will make working 
plans and preliminary preparations necessary to carry 
out the construction, maintenance and initial operation 
of railroads of all gauges in contemplated theaters of 
operations. In order to avoid the possibility of duplica- 
tion of effort or of construction of unnecessary lines, 
and in order to insure necessary liaison between exist 
ing lines under civil control or under control of the 
Chief of Tr: ortation, basic bgt gp Moen should Te 
ceive consideration by the Chief of tion be« 
fore lines to be constructed by Chief of ers Aare 
determined. (c) The extensions above 
be absorbed by Transportation Service into the 

of the line of communication when, ‘by decision 
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and the operating features have become reasonably se- 
cure from hostile interference. The Chief of Transpor- 
tation Service will plan to extend his service accord- 
ingly. (d) The Engineer Corps will procure, organize 
and train all military personnel for construction, opera- 
tion and maintenance of railroads. The Engineer Corps 
will furnish to Transportation Service such troops as the 
Transportation Service may requisition for operation 
and maintenance of railroads assigned to that service. 
(e) Standard gauge railroad facilities at posts, camps 
and other establishments are not considered to be mili- 
tary railroads as the term is used in paragraph 1493, 
Army Regulations. They ate either terminal facilities 
or parts of specific projects, constricted and operated as 
such. As a rule, their construction is an incident in the 
construction of the plant to which they pertain and 
cannot be separated therefrom. Their operation, under 
supervision of a transportation officer responsible to 
local commander for the proper administration of all 
transportation matters, is in accord with the past prac- 
tice of the War Department. No change in this respect 
is contemplated. The installation of light railway sys- 
tems at camps and cantonments by the Engineer Corps 
or the assignment of Engineer troops to the operation 
of such roads for the purpose of instruction, are matters 
for special authorization in each case. 

Claims. (a) Claims arising in connection with the 
activities of the Corps of Engineers or in connection 
with the activities of the Transportation Service, will 
be acted upon by the Claims Boards, convened bp the 
Chief of Engineers and the Chief of Transportatien 
Service, respectively. 
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ADMIRAL FULLAM PREDICTS NAVY CHANGES. 

Rear Admiral W. F. Fullam, U.S.N.,. contributed to 
the New York Herald of Sept. 29 an article discussing 
the probability “that a complete revolution in naval ar- 
chitecture”’ may be forced upon us owing to the necessity 
of more powerful protection for naval vessels against 
torpedo attacks from the air and, from under water. 
Admiral Fullam points out “there are five different 
methods of attack that involve the possible destruction 
of the immense and costly ships that are now regarded 
as the measure of sea power,” and he foresees that as 
the result of these effective forms of attack “the present 
types of dreadnoughts and cruisers will be driven from 
the seas.” Admiral Fullam summarizes the methods of 
attack as the plunging fire of modern guns at extreme 
ranges of 16,000 yards and above, attack by bombing 
from aircraft, submarine mines, torpedoes fired from de- 
stroyers, and torpedoes fired from torpedo-planes. He 
illustrates how at extreme ranges projectiles rise high in 
the air and says that the impact of such projectiles on 
“the unarmored deck will inevitably penetrate to the 
vitals and cripple or completely destroy the ship.” -<Air- 
craft will be more and more, he states, a determining 
factor in successful range determination, and he declares 
that “‘sea power, or fighting power, in the future will be 
largely dependent upon control of the air, and that fleet 
that secures this control in future battles must win, 
other things being approximately equal. In other words, 
aircraft will not only constitute dangerous offensive 
weapons in themselves, but they will contribute greatly 
to the accurate and effective use of a ship’s guns in bat- 
tle. They will be of double value, and from present in- 
dications airplanes will soon become one of the most 
invincible elements in sea power.” 

Admiral Fullam then illustrates the weakness of the 
present system of -hull and deck protectice armor and 
presents the adyantages of turtle back armor for protec- 
tion against long-range fire and bombing attacks, admit- 
ting its one weakness, but pointing out that there should 
be careful study made of the problem since “there must 
be a compromise between horizontal armor and a low 
angle turtle back in order to secure the surest average 
protection with-a given weight of armor.” He further 
maintains that the danger of the fleet from bombing at- 
tacks of airplanes has been more or less discounted by 
naval officers until quite recently. It is folly, he says, to 
ignore longer the fact that recent improvements in air 
machines “will soon render them the most dangerous 
enemy of the enormous twenty million dollar vessels 
that now constitute the fighting line of the Navy.” He 
pictures how a country such as ours, with a sufficient 
number of airplanes properly armed with bombs could 
hold off an attacking fleet. Against the argument that 
improvements. in guns will keep pace with bombing 
plane improvements, he writes: “It is believed that this 
théory will soon prove illusive, and that it will at no 
distant time be admitted that a fleet with unarmored 
decks cannot live at sea unless it absolutely controls the 
air above. Sea power will be subordinate to or depend- 
ent upon air power.” . 

Admiral Fullam closes his article with a tribute to 
Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., of whom he 
says: “In this connection I am in duty bound to pay 
just tribute to the far-seeing genius of Rear Admiral 
Fiske. In 1913 Admiral Fiske suggested the use and 
immediate development of airplanes as the simplest, 
cheapest and most readily available means of defending 
certain of our island possessions against invasion or 
capture by a foreign power. Time has fully justified his 
theory and opinion.” And he adds this judgment as to 
the ships of the future: “It is perhaps too early and 
quite unnecessary to attempt to predict exactly what 
manner of ship will replace the modern, costly and too 
vulnerable dreadnought in the battle line of future na- 
vies. That armored decks or turtlebacks must be pro- 
vided, and that the ship must be completely covered by 
such protection, may be asserted with confidence. It is 
possible, therefore, that smaller and less expensive ar- 
mored ships, with fewer guns, large or small, and with 
minute underwater subdivision, may be forced upon us.”

Explosion on the U.S.8. Green.

The Green was towed to Key West, 
and it was reported on her arrival that the two men 
severely injured by steam were in a favorable condi- 
tion. Their names were given as Andrew Reid Mc- 
Gregor, Vineland, N.J., and C. W. Wykert, of Soldier, 
Kas., both firemen. It was the port boiler of the Green 
that exploded. 

Fire Destroys Records at San Diego. : 
Valuable naval photographic records and equipment 
were lost when fire destroyed a temporary building at 
San Diego, Calif., Sept. 29, according to dispatches: re- 
ceived at the Navy Department. The structure. was 
used as a photographic and aerographic laboratory and 

also as a storehouse for a small amount of equipment. 


The U.S.S. Idaho Is Speedy. 

The U.S.S. Idaho, the latest battieship of the U.S. 
Navy, during its official speed trial on the North Pacific 
coast on Sept. 29, 1919, attained a maximum speed of 
twenty-two knots and averaged 21 9.20 knots for the 
four-hour period, according to an Associated Press dis- 
patch. These figures are said to be the highest ever at- 
tained by a United States battleship.

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U.S. NAVAL FORCE LANDS IN DALMATIA. 


The Navy Department on Sept. 27 made public a 
cablegram from Rear Admiral Harry S. Kaapp, U.S.N., 
commanding naval forces operating in European waters, 
saying that on Sept. 23 a number of Italians surprised 
and captured Trau, a Dalmatian port im the zome as- 
signed by the Supreme Council te be policed by Ameri- 
can forces. A small landing force from the USS. 
Olympia succeeded in recovering the town and preserv- 
ing order there without bloodshed. Serbian forces wer: 
persuaded by Rear Admiral Philip Andrews, U.S.N., 
commanding naval forces operating in Mediterranean 
waters, to take no action, Admiral Knapp's report states, 

The subject of the landing of the American force was 
brought up in the United States Senate on Sept. 29. As 
a result Vice President Marshall en Oct. 2 sent to the 
Senate a communication from Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, dated Sept. 30, relative to the recent opera- 
tiens of U.S. naval ferces on the Dalmatian coast, which 
included a report from Rear Admiral Harry 8S. Knapp, 
U.S.N., commanding American naval! forces in Europe, 
who is stationed in London. 

Secretary Daniels in his communication explains that 
the armistice line extends from Cape Flanka inland. 
North and west of this line Italian troops are in occu- 
pation. South and east the line is garrisoned by Ser- 
bian treops. This latter section of the Dalmatian coast 
is the headquarters of the American naval forces, in 
which by agreement after the armistice American naval 
forces took charge of all one-time Austrian-Hungarian 
vessels found there and which has since been generally 
called American zone. The Americans have no forces 
on shore, but have extended a strong moral influence 
for the preservation of order and avoidance of a clash 
hetween Italians and Jugo-Slavs. ‘There has been cbdn- 
siderable friction along the armistice line between Ser- 
bians and Italians, but by the tactful firmness of Rear 
Admiral! Philip Andrews, U.S.N., it has been kept from 
causing serious results. 

On Sept. 23 three truck loads of Italian soldiers in 
command of a captain crossed the armistice lime and 
surprised and captured the small Serbian garrison at 
Trav. The Italian authorities informed the senior 
American officer present, Capt. D. F. Boyd, that the 
move was unwarranted and asked that the raiders be 
turned back. Captain Boyd sent a destroyer and two 
chasers to Trau at once, then saw the Serbian com- 
mander and got him to agree not to order an advamce 
until he had an opportunity to get the Italians to with- 
draw. He sent Lieut. Comdr. R. S. Fields, U.S.N., and 
Commander Morony, of the Italian ship Puglia, by au- 
tomobile to Trau and himself went in the U.S.S. Olym- 
pia to Trau. On arrival he found the Italians had been 
induced to return, leaving, however, the Italian army 
captain and three soldiers owing te breakdown of their 
truck. He landed a small guard from the U.S.S. Cowell 
and U.S.S. Olympia to see that no harm was done Ital- 
jams and to preserve order pending the arrival of Ser- 
bian troops. He put the Italian army captain and three 
soldiers on an Italian motor boat and turned theni over 
in charge of an Italian naval officer. Upon the arrival 
of the Serbian troops he withdrew the U.S. biuejackets, 
after first receiving assurance that no violence would be 
offered civilians. 

The Italjan admiral, Milo, in command of ships and 
troops in Italian zone of occupation, sent the senior 
Italian officer present at Spalato to the U.S.S. Olympia 
with thanks for sending the Trau raiders back. He has 
brought the officer who commanded the raiding force to 
trial by court-martial. The whole affair was most cred- 
itably handled and the prompt action of Captain Boyd, 
Secretary Daniels says, undoubtedly prevented a very 
serious incident which might have resulted in open war-_ 
fare between Italians and Serbians. The landing was 
for the protection of the offending Italians left in Trau 
until adequate Serbian forces could arrive to preserve 
order. 

The fact that the Italian authorities requested action 
of Captain Boyd, that he was thanked by Admiral Milo

That no serious results 
happened is due to the prompt and efficient action of 
American forces, Secretary Daniels adds. Had they 
not so acted there would almost inevitably have been 
bleodshed, which would perhaps have resulted in a 
state of actual war between Italy and Jugo-Slavia ow- 
ing to the intensity of feeling existing over the Dal- 
matian question.

The work of calling up more than 100,000 boys in the 
state of New York who are sixteen, seventeen and 
eighteen years of age for military disciplinary and citi- 
zenship training was commenced Oct. 1 by the State 
Military Training Coimmission, of which Majojr Gen. 
John F. O’Ryan of the New York Guard, and who com- 
manded the 27th Division, A.E.F., overseas, is chair- 
man. Training is to begin immediately in all parts of 
the state under Repular Army and State Guard officers 
and male teachers and physical instructors of various 
schools and colleges.

toward his superior officer. He was sentenced to lose $25 per 
month of his pay for four months. The J.A.G. of the Navy in 
reviewing the proceedings said in part: 

‘‘In this case the accused was charged with ‘Using abusive 
and profane language toward his superior officer,’ the specifica- 
tion alleging that he uttered the statement, ‘Hey, Chief, why 
in the hell did you report me to the commanding officer about 
the alcohol?’ In my opinion the specification does not support 
the charge, as the language is not profane within the legal 
meaning of that term. It might be construed as abusive in the 
sense of reproachful. The word ‘profane’ is defined as ‘Ex- 
ercising or manifesting irreverence, disrespect, or undue fa- 
miliarity toward the Deity or religious things; blasphemous; 
sacrilegious; irreligious; impious.’ The word ‘hell’ does not, 
in my judgment, come under the same definition. From the 
facts of the case the proper charge would have been ‘Dis- 
respectful in language and deportment to his superior officer 
while in the execution of the duties of his office.’ In view of 
the foregoing, it is recommended that the proceedings, find- 
ings and sentence of the court in the foregoing case be 
disapproved.’’ 

The Bureau of Navigation, concurring in the remarks of the 
Judge Advocate General, recommended that the proceedings, 
findings and sentence be disapproved. The Acting Secretary 
of the Navy approved the recommendation of the J.A.G., con- 
curred in by the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation.

THE SIXTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 


FIRST (EXTRAORDINARY) SESSION, 

Favorable report was made in the Senate Sept. 24 on 
S. 3087, to authorize the Secretary of War to transfer 
free of charge certain surplus motor-propelled vehicles 
and motor equipment to the Department of Agriculture, 
Post’ Office Department, Navy Department, and the 
Treasury Department for the use of the Public Health 
Service, and certain other surplus property to the De- 


partment of Agriculture. 

The bill H.R. 3143 was reported in the Senate Sept. 
26 with an amendment. Jt would provide for further 
educational facilities by authorizing the Secretary of 
War to sell at twenty per cent. of their cost certain 
machine tools not in use for Government purposes to 
trade, technical and public schools, universities and other 
recognized educational institutions. 

Favorable report was made in the House on Sept. 26 
on H.J. Res. 215 for payment to legal heirs of four offi- 

rs of the Coast Guard; namely, John Thomas Carr, 

ohn Farrell McGourty, Roy Ackerman Bothwell and 
James Marsden Earp, from the date of their promotion 
to higher rank in the Service to the date of their death 
at the rate which the said officers would have received 
payment had they lived to accept their commissions. 
These officers were entitled to promotion from July 1, 
1918. They were unable to accept their commissions by 
reason of their untimely death, due to the loss of the 
Coast Guard cutter Tampa, which was sunk by an enemy 
submarine in the Bristol Channel on Sept. 28, 1918, 
when all on board were lost. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs report favor- 
ably H.J. Res.’ 213, to repeal’ a portion of an act ap- 
proved July 11, 1919, which limited to Oct. 1, 1919, the

provisions giving com 
the Navy while at sea. Allowances for officers of the 


Navy are the same according to statute law, Act of 
March 3, 1899, as for officers of corresponding rank in 
the Army. The act approved April 16, 1918, provided 
for quarters or commutation thereof to officers of the 
Army in the field, and the Comptroller of the Treasury 
under date of Apri] 17, 1918, decided that this law gave 
the commutation to officers of the Navy. The repeal of 
this section referred to is simply to continue for officers 
of the Navy the same commutation as is being paid to 
officers of the Army, and inasmuch as the provision 
limits this commutation to Oct. 1, 1919, the committee 
earnestly requests that early action be taken.

the Regular establishment, Reserve, National Guard, 
Naval Militia and National Army should be counted for 
retirement, longevity and disability pay, and other gra- 
tuities heretofore and hereafter granted. The draft of a 
law was proposed to carry out the: purpose stated, of 
providing like pay gratuities for all branches of the 
Services for corresponding grades, rates and ranks, pro- 
vided that services were honorable. Services prior to 
April 6, 1917, or prior to war service, not to be counted 
for longevity and retirement unless of ten or more 
years’ duration, for corporals and privates or corre- 
sponding ratings; service of six years to be taken into 
account for a sergeant or higher rating; and of three 
years for an officer, “regardless of whether the person 
concerned was called, inducted, enlisted, enrolled or 
transferred into Federal Service for active duty,” so 
long as his service was honorable; and regardless of 
whether he served in a permanent, temporary or provi- 
sional rate, grade or rank. The proposed bill would also 
include active duty service in the war with Spain, Phil- 
ippine campaign, Cuban and Porto Rican campaigns and 
Haitian campaign, for such periods as Federal compen- 
sation was received for. Total of such service would be 
divided by three to determine enlistment service period 
up to and including the seventh period.

Each officer or enlisted man serving in the erganizations 
as above noted, under French, British and Belgian commands, 
between April 6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1928, and in the First 
Army area between Aug. 30 and Nov. 11, 1918, er im the 
Second Army area between Oct. 12 and Nov. 11, 1918, will 
be entitled to the defemsive-sector clasp, irrespective of awards 
for major operations. Each officer or enlisted man present in 
an engagement in European Russia since Aug. 1, 1918, or 
im Siberia since Aug. 15, 1918, will be entitled to a defensive- 
sector clasp.

Brownsville 
was’ in the path-of the West Indian burricane: *. All telegraph 
and telephone wires being down,: the outer world could hear 
nothing from ‘this section,'the natural conclusion being that it 
had been ‘‘wiped off the map.’’ The local correspondent et 
the Associated’ Press during the storm secured permission to 
relay a news message by radio from Fort Brown to Fort Sam 
Houston to the Western Union for transmission to ‘the As- 
sociated Press at Dallas. Major J: M. Bowe, signal officer at 
Fort Brown, rendered every co-operation in sending this and 
other stories on Monday. The Fort Brown radio station 
therefore made: Brownsville the sole. source of news for a ter- 
ritory extending more than 150 miles north and south and 
from-near Laredo’'to the East coast, all in the storm territory. 
However, the ‘storm did very little damage here. The roof 
over the swimming pool was blown down and one stable was 
blown partly over. A large part of the post was flooded by 
the waters from: the heavy rain. A special train with food- 
stuffs, clothing and bedding left Brownsville on Monday night 
for Corpus” Christi. The death toll there is nearly 400 and 
the damages are very great.

CHANGES NO. 92, AUG, 18, 1919, WAR DEPT. 

Paragraphs 230, 231, 231% and 1217, Army Regulations, 
are rescinded, Pars. 226, 227, 228, 229 and 244 are changed, 
and Par. 1476% is added, as follows: 

226. (Changed by ©.A.R. No. 47.) Rescinded, and the fol- 
lowing substituted therefor: The national colors for dis- 
mounted regiments, and such other independent dismounted 
organizations as may be designated to carry colors, shall be 
of silk, 5 feet 6 inches fly and 4 feet 4 inches on the pike; 
which shall be 9 feet 9 inches long, including spearhead and 
ferrule; the union to be 2 feet 6 inches long, with stars 
embroidered in white silk on both sides of the union; the 
edges to be trimmed with a knotted fringe of yellow silk, 
2% inches wide; the cord 8 feet 6 inches long, having two 
tassels and composed of silk strands in the colors of the 
facings of the corps, department, or arm. The official desig- 
nation of the organization will be engraved on a silver band 
placed on the pike. 

227. (Changed by C.A.R. No. 47.) Rescinded, and the fol- 
lowing substituted therefor: The national standard for 
mounted regiments, and such other independent mounted or- 
ganizations as may be designated to carry standards, shall be 
of silk, 4 feet fly and 3 feet on the lance, which shall be 
9 feet 6 inches long, including spearhead and ferrule; the 
union to be 22 inches long, the stars embroidered in white 
silk on both sides of the union; the edges to be trimmed 
with a knotted fringe of yellow silk, 2% inches wide; the 
official designation of the battalion to be engraved on a silver 
band placed on the lance. 

228. Rescinded, and the following substituted therefor: 
The organization colors shall be silk, in the color of the 
facings of the corps, department, or arm, and of the same 
dimensions as the national colors, having embroidered in the 
center, in colors, the official coat of arms of the United States, 
of suitable size. Below the coat of arms will be embroidered 
the insignia of the corps, department, or arm, and an outlined 
scroll bearing the official designation of the organization. 
Above the coat of arms will be embroidered a device dis- 
tinctive of the organization. The names of the battles and 
campaigns in which the organization participated will be em- 
broidered in two columns, one on each side of the coat of 
arms; these columns may be vertical or curved around the 
coat of arms as best suited to the remainder of the design. 
In the corners, devices may be placed to show the wars in 
which the organization has taken part, or other incidents 
connected with its history... The edges to be trimmed with a 
knotted fringe of silk, 2% inches wide; the cord and tassels 
to be of the same color as those of the national colors. The 
insignia and inscription below the coat of arms, the names of 
the battles, and the fringe will be in yellow, except when the 
facings consist of two colors, in which case they will be in 
the second color of the facings. The organization and corner 
devices will be embroidered in the color approved in each 
ease. Both sides of the colors will be alike.

For wars which 
did not contain operations of that character, and also when 
an organization took part in actual hostilities but not in an 
operation of great importance, the name of the war, with 
date of participation (if the war embraced more than one 
calendar year) will be placed on the color. Dates will not be 
used except as provided above and when necessary to identify 
the operation. Lists of operations for this purpose will be 
published by the War Department. At least one baftalion of 
a regiment, or two companies of a separate battalion, must 
have participated in a battle in order that the name may be 
placed on the colors or standards thereof. A company shall 
not receive credit for participation unless at least one-half of 
the actual strength thereof was engaged. Consideration will 
be given to alk such battles and engagements whether fought 
within or prior to the period of existing organizations. A 
former organization that participated in such battles or en- 
gagements will be traced to an existing organization and 
such existing organization will be credited with the battles or 
engagements in the case. Questions of doubt arising under 
this provision will be decided by the War Department on its 
merits. The names of battles and engagements embroidered 
on the color or standard will be given in the Army Register 
above the list of officers of the organization.

147644. The employment of civilian dentists for chronic 
dental disabilities is subject to the. provisions of Par. 1476 
respecting specialists. When conditions involving extensive 
dental treatment develop at a station where no dental officer 
is on duty, measures will be taken for the transfer of the 
patient to the nearest station where a dental officer is on duty 
to provide appropriate treatment as authorized by the regu- 
lations applicable. Emergency dental work for the relief of 
pain and acute septic conditions, or first-aid treatment of 
dental injuries due to direct violence, may be obtained locally 
under the provisions of Par. 1476; but this will not include 
expensive replacements or fillings, or the treatment of chronic 
conditions such as pyorrhea. 

When an enlisted man is ordered to duty with a permanent 
recruiting party, a unit of the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps, or on other permanent detached service, he should be 
given a complete dental survey by a dental officer, and any 
dental disability found should be corrected before his de- 
parture.
